British Columbia will im¬ 
pose tight controls this year 
on foreign ownership of land 
in the province if Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island wins its case in 
the Supreme Court of Canada 
next week. 

Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald said Friday the Prince 
Edward Island case, sche¬ 
duled to be heard in Ottawa, 
will set a landmark decision 
on the batUe between Ottawa 
and the provinces over who 
actually controls the land. 

The government of the At¬ 
lantic province has introduced 
legislation restricting proper¬ 
ty ownership to 10 acres for 
all non-provincial residents. 

A New York citizen wishing 
to purchase more than 10 
acres of P.E.I. land is 
challenging the decision and 
the right if the province to re¬ 
strict ownership. 

“B.C. will be represented in 
court by the deputy attorney- 
general, David Vickers,” 
Macdonald said. “I would like 
to be there myself but I find it 
impossible. 

“This case, however, is of 
vital importance to us, indeed 
all of the provinces — so im¬ 
portant that I have asked Mr. 
Vickers to be there to lend 
whatever support he can to 
the government of Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island.” 

Macdonald said! that if the 
court ruled in favor of the 
provincial government there 
would be legislation here 
“this year along similar 
lines.” 

Asked if that meant the 
B.C. government would bar 


other Canadians from owning 
land in B.C., the attorney- 
general said he did not antici¬ 
pate a total ban on out-of¬ 
province owners. 

“In Prince EoWard Island 
they have a 10 acre limit,” he 
said. “I don’t think that’s too 
bad. We would have to work 
out details, maybe in the form 
of a tax advantage to those 
who live here. Other Canadi¬ 
ans would be able to buy land 
but it would cost them more 
in taxes than it would cost 
British Columbians.” 


Referendum urged on Japanese move 

Qualicum at top of steel list 


VANCOUVER (CP» The 
B.C. government, by ap¬ 
parently ruling out Roberts 
Bank as the first choice for a 
proposed Japanese steel mill, 
has thrust the second-choice 
location. Big Qualicum into 
the leading position. 

Meanwhile, a B.C. fish and 
wildlife official says the peo- 
plq of the province should de¬ 
cide in a referendum if they 
want a massive steel mill 
anywhere in B.C. 


“The steel mill concept, as 
reported, is a mind-boggling 
thing,” George Reed, head of 
the provincial fish and wild¬ 
life branch in Nanaimo, said 
here this week. 

“I don't think people fully 
realize all the environmental, 
sociological and technological 
factors that are involved in 
it.” 

He said he was particularly 
concerned that the Big Quali¬ 
cum area is listed as the sec¬ 


ond choice in 11 sites being 
considered in a survey by a 
Japanese steel company and 
the provincial government. 

The site favored by Japa¬ 
nese members of the survey 
j^roup is Roberts Bank; how¬ 
ever, the provincial govern¬ 
ment apparently wants this 
ruled out. 

The Japanese apparently 
feel Big Qualicum is the sec¬ 
ond choice and Kitimat the 
third best. 


Reid said a fish and wildlife 
official is drafting a report on 
the environmental impact of a 
steel mill in the Big Qualicum 
area. He said such a mill 
would affect the Vancouver 
Island east coast area from 
Nanaimo to Comox, about 60 
miles.

Colson says: 

Nixon 

called 

Henry 

unstable 


WASHINGTON <AP) 
Tormer White House aide 
Charles Colson said Friday 
that Richard Nixon consid¬ 
ered resigning the United 
States presidency eight 
months before he did so, but 
worried that Gerald Ford 
could not control State Secre¬ 
tary Henry Kissinger. 

“You know', Henry really is 
unstable at times,” Colson 
quoted Nixon as telling him in 
a December, 1973, conversa¬ 
tion. 

When reporters asked him 
about the Colson statement, 
Kissinger replied: “I will not 
dignify that with a comment.” 

In an interview on the NBC 
Today show, Colson said that 
during a December 18, 1973, 
conversation Nixon talked 
seriously about resigning the 
presidency. 

“Maybe what this country 
needs is a nice clean Jerry 
Ford,” Colson quoted Nixon 
as saying. 

Nixon was quoted as adding 
that “Jerry’s greatest dif¬ 
ficulty is he couldn’t control 
Henry Kissinger.” 

As an example of what he 
thought Nixon meant, Colson 
said that a year earlier Kis¬ 
singer had advocated an im¬ 
mediate resumption of bomb¬ 
ing of North Vietnam when 
negotiations with Lo Due Tho 
appeared stalemated. 

Colson said he saw a cable 
Kissinger sent from Paris on 
Dec. 5, 1972, which read: 

“Start the bombing immedi¬ 
ately. these madmen have 
doublecrossed us.” 

Later, state department 
spokesman Robert Anderson 
said the department files 
were reviewed and did not 
support Colson’s version of 
the cable. 

Colson served a prison term 
on charges resulting from Wa¬ 
tergate investigations and re- 
recently was released. 


Alberta slashes 
personal taxes 


EDMONTON (CP» — The 
provincial government Friday 
night promised Alberta tax¬ 
payers an average reduction 
of $140 each this year in per¬ 
sonal income taxes., 

The move will cost the 
oil-rich province $123 million 
and give Alberta the lowest 
rate of personal income tax in 
Canada, Provincial Treasurer 
Gordon Miniely said in his 
budget address to the legisla¬ 
ture. 

The change, retroactive to 
Jan. 1, 1975, reduces personal 
provincial income taxes by a 
basic 28 per cent and is de¬ 
signed to increase spendable 
incomes of Albertans by $115 
million helping to offset cost- 
of-living increases. 

In addition, Miniely pro¬ 
posed selective reductions to 
lower taxes for 270,000 lower- 
income residents at a cost of 
$8 million. Another 100,000 
residents, who w'ould no 
longer pay federal income 
tax, would no longer have to 
pay any Alberta income tax. 

The new personal income 
tax rate would be equal to 26 
per cent of the basic federal 
tax, a reduction from the cur¬ 
rent 36 per cent. 

Alberta’s 26 per cent would 
compare with 30.5 per cent in 
British Columbia and Ontario, 
the next lowest. Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island follows at 36 per 
cent and Nova Scotia 38.5 per 
cent while Saskatchewan and 
Newfoundland are next at 40 
per cent. 

Then comes New Brunsw ick 
at 41.5 and Manitoba at 42.5. 
Quebec collects its ow’n per¬ 
sonal income tax. 

Miniely, delivering an elec¬ 
tion-year budget, called the 
tax reduction “a logical and 
equitable way to provide the 
benefits of Alberta’s resource 
directly to Albertans.” 

He told reporters: “We are 
very fortunate as Albertans.” 

The provincial treasurer 
said an average family of 
four with income of $10,000 
would receive annual tax sav¬ 
ings of $98 under the new 
plan. 




Did CIA ask 
firm to lift 
Soviet N-sub? 


LOS ANGELES (UPI> Howard Hughes’ Summa 
Corp. contracted with the Central Intelligence Agency 
to raise a sunken Russian nuclear submarine in the 
North Atlantic Ocean, the Los Angeles Times reported 
Friday. 

The Times based its story on "reports circulating 
among local law enforcement officers.” 

The story’ said in part: 

"The operation reportedly was carried out—or at 
least attempted—by the crew of a supersecret marine 
mining vessel owned by Hughes’ Summa Corp. and 
designed by a Los Angeles firm. 

“Confidential files on (he operation are believed to 
have been among the documents stolen by safecrackers 
from Summa’s Hollywood offices last June. 

"The thieves reportedly are presently holding the 
documents and demanding a ransom of what one 
source put at $1 million.” 

The Summa vessel involved, the Times said, was 
believed to be the Glomar Explorer, based at Long 
Beach. Calif., and described as the most advanced 
marine vessel in the world, which still is in the experi¬ 
mental stages.” 

Loeal Hughes sources declined to comment on the 
Times story and referred questioners to Paul Reeve, 
head of Summa’s ocean mining division in Houston, 
Tex. 

Reeve denied any of the company’s vessels had 
been used for such an operation. 

He said the "supersecret mining vessel” referred to 
in the story was apparently the company’s Glomar Ex¬ 
plorer, a ship designed for deep ocean mining of man¬ 
ganese nodules. 

But Reeve said the CIA had never contracted for 
Uie use of the Glomar Explorer. 

He also said he bad no knowledge of any confiden¬ 
tial files being stolen in the theft at Summa’s Holly¬ 
wood office and had heard nothing of any ransom 
demands. 

The Times said one of two Russian submarines 
could have been involved in the reported Hughes-CIA 
operation. 

A Soviet November-class submarine, nuclear pow¬ 
ered, sank off Spain in April. 1970, it is believed. 

Another Russian submarine foundered in March. 
1972, about 900 miles northeast of Newfoundland.

LRBINO, Italy (UPI) — An 
anonymous caller Friday de¬ 
manded a ransom of 3 billion 
lire — about $4.8 million — 
for the return of three pri¬ 
celess Renaissance paintings 
stolen from the Urbino ducal 
palace. 

Investigators had speculat¬ 
ed the thieves had stolen the 
puinlings Thursday for ran¬ 
som because the works — one 
by Raphael and two by Piero 
della Francesca — were so 
well known they could not be 
sold.

Man sets boy ablaze 


OTTAWA (CP > - Police 
said Friday an attempted 
murder charge awaits the 
man who deliberately set fire 
to a four-year-old boy Thurs¬ 
day night. 

Michael Demers, in serious 
but stable condition in the 
Eastern Ontario Children’s 
Hospital with burns to 40 per 
cent of his body, was found 
ablaze in a field near his 
home in south Ottawa. 

"He says it was a big guy 
who asked him for money,” 
said Louise Demers, the boy’s 
mother. “He told him he 
didn’t have any and the guy 
throw fire on him,” she said, 
adding that she smelled gaso¬ 
line from the child’s burned 
clothing. 

The boy was rescued by 18- 
year-old Wayne Lambert who

Jupiter water spotted 


WASHINGTON (AP)— As¬ 
tronomers have discovered 
evidence of water in the at¬ 
mosphere of giant Jupiter, a 
major advancement in learn¬ 
ing whether the solar sys¬ 
tem’s largest planet can su|>- 
f)ort some form of life. 

University of Arizona scien¬ 
tists detected the water with 
instruments carried high into 
the earth’s atmosphere 
aboard a 0141 Starlifter. 

“There is no doube water is 
there,” Dr. Harold Larson of 
the University of Arizona said 
Friday. 

Larson and his colleagues 
will announce their results at 
a meeting of the American 
Astronomical Society begin¬ 
ning Feb. 17 at Goddard Spa¬ 
ceflight Centre in Greenbelt. 
Md. 

In a report to be published 
this spring, the scientists said 
“The detection of water on 
Jupiter fills a very critical 
gap on our understanding of 
the chemistry of the solar sys¬ 
tem.This is the first oxygen¬ 
bearing molecule identified in 
the outer planets.” 

Earlier observations of Ju¬ 
piter, some dating back to the 
early 1930s. have detected evi¬ 
dence of chemicals in the 
planet’s atmosphere that are 
believed to have served on 
Earth as the precursors of 
life. 

The lack of water has been 
a stumbling-block to extra¬ 
terrestrial life theorists, who 
say water or some other 
oxygen-containing compound 
would be essential for life to 
exist. 

“The positive detection of 
water on Jupiter should 
heighten interest in certain 
fields that until now have had 
to assume water’s presence. 
Foremost among these is ex¬ 
obiology,” the Arizona scien¬ 
tists wrote. Exobiplogy is the 
study of life beyond Earth. 


The measurements from the 
jet aircraft, were made Oct. 23 
and 25 at heights more than 
eight miles above the Earth. 
The Arizona scientists trained 


an infrared telescope, called a 
Fourier spectrometer, on Ju¬ 
piter, which is about 500 mil¬ 
lion miles away. 

The scientists said their ob¬ 
servations suggested that the 


infrared . telescope probably 
was delecting water deep in 
Jupiter’s atmosphere where 
pressures are 20 times 
greater than atmospheric 
pressure on earth.

Ford gets pasted on Nixon

WASHINGTON (CP) - U.S. 
Commerce Secretary Fre¬ 
derick Dent painted a grim 
picture Friday as he outlined 
the severe economic troubles 
afflicting the United States 
tanker industry. 

Testifying before a senate 
commerce committee hear¬ 
ing, the secretary said that 
the single-voyage charter rate 
for carrying oil from the Per¬ 
sian Gulf to the U.S. has 
dropped to $3 a ton from the 
S40 figure that prevailed in 
1973. 

“Comparable collapses in 
tanker rates have occurred on 
all qil trade routes,” he said. 
“Most experts anticipated 
that this depressed climate 
will continue, and possibly 
worsen, for at least the next 
two years.” 

Dent said that because it is 
not yet clear how Alaskan oil 
will be distributed to various 
West Coast ports in three or 
four years, it was difficult to 
estimate the amount of ship¬ 
ping that would be required 
on that run. 

Under U.S. law, the Alaska 
oil must be carried in U.S.- 
flag vessels. 


Between 41 and 45 tankers 
will be needed if calculated in 
80,000 deadweight ton equiva¬ 
lents, and 27 to 30 tankers if 
measured in 120,000 DWT 
• equivalents.’’ 

He added, however, that he 
expects “there will be ample 
tanker tonnage available 
under U.S. registry to service 
this trade when it opens.” 

The secretary said that at 
present there are 27 U.S.-flag 
tankers - totalling 1.2 million 
DWT — laid up and that 13 
more are likely to tie up when 
current charters end soon. 

“It is less costly to take the 
ships out of service than to 
operate them at current 
rates,” he said. 

Dent said that more than 
6.000 shipyard and 1,900 sea¬ 
faring jobs have been lost “as 
a result of the tanker industry 
depression” in the U.S. 

He said “the market for 
large tankers looks, decidedly 


grim” for the next few years, 
but that commercial ship¬ 
building should remain strong 
through the 1970s at least. 

A “promising potential” for 
U.S. shipyards is the de¬ 
mand for liquefied natural 
gas carriers, with a minimum 
of 39 required for U.S.-flag 
operations by the early 1980s. 

U.S. shipyards also have “a 
large backlog” of orders for 
offshore drilling rigs, he said. 

Dent said that government 
guarantees and commitments 
exist for $413 million covering 
20 tankers under construction. 

“If the market downturn is 


sufficiently severe, the pur¬ 
chasers may default . . . and 
the government would be re¬ 
quired to pay off the construc¬ 
tion loans and take possession 
. of the unfinished ships,” he 
said. 

There are also commit¬ 
ments outstanding for $348 
million covering 13 tankers on 
order. 

Dent said the U.S. Maritime 
AdministratiQn recently re¬ 
ceived applications to transfer 
two relatively modern tankers 
to the Liberian flag of conve¬ 
nience and that additional ap¬ 
plications “can be expected.”

“We had distributed about 30,000 of our

Now we have sent out pictures of President 
Ford that can be pasted over Nixon’s picture.

Pasting on Ford’s face leaves Nixon com¬ 
pletely out of the picture. They think he 
should at least be in the border of past pres¬ 
idents,” O’Reilly said.

Canadian Oil Sands isn’t say¬ 
ing anything nasty about the 
$600 million in government 
funds promised to the Syn¬ 
crude project. 

But the company, now turn¬ 
ing out about 50,000 barrels of 
oil a day without any govern¬ 
ment assistance, does get 
mad when people forget it 
was the first at the oil sands. 

Twenty miles north of 
(iCOS i$ the Syncrude project 
whose owners demanded — 
and got—extra financing and 
permission to sell their oil at 
world prices. 

GCOS officials say they 
don’t mind the help Syncrude 
is getting. In fact, they say 
the last-minute help averted 
what might have been hard¬ 
ship for residents of northeas¬ 
tern Alberta. 

GCOS officials also agree 
that Canada “will definitely 
need the oil.” 

But the officials would like 
people to remember the com¬ 
pany is the world’s first and 
only operating oil sands ex¬ 
traction plant and had to de¬ 
velop on its own the commer¬ 
cial application of what were 
really only theories 'about oil 
sands production. 

They also have sold some of 
their expertise to Syncrude. 

GCOS says it hasn’t applied 
for any concessions in light of 
the massive government aid 
to Syncrude. However, it’s 


still studying the Syncrude 
deal. 

But it did get a couple of 
concessions when it first 
started. 

The Alberta government 
helped G<?OS by cutting the 
company’s royalties — taxes 
on production — by 50 per 
cent. That concession expired 
in 1973. 

The federal government 
also helped by remitting to 
the company the $6 million it 
paid in federal sales tax be¬ 
tween 1963 and 1967 on pur¬ 
chase of production machin¬ 
ery. 

But unlike Syncrude, there 
were no government loans 
and no deal on oil prices. 
Almost all of the GCOS shares 
are owned by Sun Oil Co. of 
Philadelphia. 

GCOS currently pays a pro¬ 
vincial royalty averaging 
about 14 per cent of the total 
value of production. 

This, the company says, 
can’t be compared with Syn¬ 
crude’s deal since the new 
company is to pay the Alberta 
government 50 per cent of its 
profits, instead of a royalty. 

Oil companies in Alberta 
currently pay a royalty of 
about 32 per cent on their 
production from conventional, 
drilled wells. 

GCOS hasn’t formally 
sought any oil price deals but 
its president, Kenneth Hed-

The 
only evidence is the cessation 
of the menstrual cycles. 

As far as hormone therapy 
is concerned, this would be 
determined by your doctor 
after menopause has been es¬ 
tablished. The dosage varies 
widely among individual 
women.

Misuse of Candu 


C ANADA HAS SPENT HEAVILY in developing 
its Candu nuclear power reactor, and efforts 
being made to recoup some of the investment are 
understandable. But so is the concern that is show¬ 
ing over safeguards the government announced in 
December against misuse of the device. 

Are they as ‘‘stringent" as Energy Minister 
Donald Macdonald claims them to be? Is it possi¬ 
ble, for that matter, to have ironclad agreements 
on Candu being used for peaceful purposes only? 

The government announced its new “safe¬ 
guards policy" at the time of the lifting of the ban 
of Candu sales, eight months after India exploded a 
nuclear bomb, apparently with the aid of one that 
was purchased for its intended purpose of electrical 
power generation. 


Farce 


B RITISH COLUMBIA’S Economic Development 
Minister Gary Lauk has assured the people of 
the province that a steel mill under consideration 
by a Japanese company will not be built where it 
could cause major environmental or social damage: 
that engineers have been looking at potential sites 
bat biologists, environmentalists, residents and pol¬ 
iticians will have ample opportunity to be heard 
before a final choice is made. Splendid. 

But wait a minute. The Vancouver Sun in a 
copyright report has quoted a federal fisheries bi¬ 
ologist as saying that biological studies have to be 
undertaken during all seasons; that a minimum of 
a year is needed to do the job properly. That’s 
understandable. 

The engineering survey, according to Mr. 
Lauk, is only a first phase. There will be no deci¬ 
sion until after the second phase, an environ¬ 
mental and economic study. The second phase 
should be concluded next “June or July.” 

And that, as the biologist said, is a farce. 


The safeguards require the signing of a treaty 
by the purchasing country not to use the techno¬ 
logy or equipment in the manufacture of explo¬ 
sives. The buyer also must accept inspections of 
plants and fuel by the International Atomic Energy 
Agency. 

That is what was said in December. But just 
the other day, when the question of selling a Candu 
unit to South Korea was under discussion, T. C. 
Douglas, the former national NDP leader who is 
MP for Nanaimo-Gowichan-The Islands, was unable 
to obtain assurance that these conditions are being 
met. 

All that the minister of trade, industry and 
commerce, Alastair Gillespie, would tell him was 
that the two points were under discussion. And 
Mr. Douglas was justifiably upset: 

“Surely the government must have some clear 
cut ideas as to what conditions it is imposing. All I 
am asking the minister is what these conditions are 
and whether or not these conditions are being im¬ 
posed, or have we become so enamoured of selling 
Candu reactors that we do not give a damn about 
the future safety of mankind?" 

In addition to South Korea, Canada is selling 
its nuclear power package to Argentina, and other 
sales are said to be under negotiation as well. 

And while it might be argued that if it wasn’t 
Candu, with its safer system, it might be Third 
World purchases of the United States enriched ura¬ 
nium reactor, ipore easily converted to weaponry, 
there is the India bomb development to keep in 
mind. 

What should be first and foremost, though, is 
the 25 years’ life-expectancy of a nuclear power 
plant, in which period the status of government’s 
can change drastically. It is difficult to see how 
agreements or written safeguards of any kind can 
be made binding on succeeding regimes. 

As far as that goes, the present state of gov¬ 
ernment in both South Korea and Argentina, can 
hardly be called stable. 


Conferencing 


O NE CAN’T BE SURE about the spelling of con¬ 
ferencing, because the word hasn’t been ad¬ 
mitted to the dictionaries yet. But to hear some 
people speak, a lot of it has been going on in recent 
years, notably in government circles. Perhaps too 
much, when on top of the plain conferencing or 
conferensing there is also liaising, which also is not 
in the dictionaries although it obviously is related 
to a noun with one naughty connotation; and going 
to seminars and workshops and study sessions 
and lately, indulging in interfacements and concer- 
tations. Not to mention the odd symposium, which 
is in the dictionary all right: ancient Greek after- 
dinner drinking party with music, dancers, or con¬ 
versation; any drinking party ... That’s only defi¬ 
nition No. 1, of course. 

Anyway, even if attending conferences and 
conventions is more pleasant to many people than 
grinding out the work in the old office, it is heart¬ 
ening to see that not everyone thinks so, or at 


least that there is some recognition that meeting to 
exchange ideas — listening to others’ and adhering 
to one’s own — doesn’t always get anything done. 

The good news comes in an announcement in 
Ottawa that the government has re-organized its 
$5 million program to promote International Wo¬ 
men’s Year, abandoning plans to hold four regional 
conferences on women’s rights and settling for a 
series of public information programs instead. 

The reason? Because, says Health Minister 
Marc Lalonde, this is the government’s response to 
women’s complaints that they arc sick and tired of 
attending conferences. 

Three cheers for them, not only for complain¬ 
ing but for managing to get through to the govern¬ 
ment with a revolutionary idea. The trend may 
catch on. But not, one may be sure, until it has 
been discussed all through the bureaucracy at work¬ 
shops, seminars, symposiums, interfacements . . . 


A change of tune on Vietnam

Senator Henry “Scoop” 
Jackson, the early favorite 
for the Democratic Party’s 
1976 presidential nomination, 
has driven another stake into 
the heart of the Ford admini¬ 
stration’s Vietnam policy. 
His defection from the ranks 
of the hawks comes at a time 
when the Communists are 
stepping up their military 
offensive against President 
Thieu’s forces.

early 1970s to defend the Sai¬ 
gon regime against Commun¬ 
ism at almost any cost to the 
American people. His new 
approach is clearly part of his 
presidential quest. At a recent 
dinner in the plush Century 
Plaza hotel in Los Angeles he 
announced that he would not 
vote for President Ford’s re¬ 
quest for another $300 million 
for South Vietnam. He was 
also opposed, he added, to 
other White House attempts 
to bail out the Vietnamese. 
America had a commitment 
in Vietnam, but it was not an

endless one, and there was 
no end in sight to the present 
one. “Some things must come 
to an end at some time,” he 
said. 

Now that Senator Jackson 
has opposed any further at¬ 
tempts by America to alter 
the deteriorating military 
situation of the South Viet¬ 
namese, the White House may 
have lost its last chance to 
rescue its pride, not to mention 
President Thieu, from the 
ashes. Senator Jackson, after 
all, was one of the influential 
Democrats most loyal t o 
presidents Lyndon Johnson and 
Richard Nixon ove r Indo- 
China. His hawkish views, ln^ 
deed, impressed Republican 
Nixon to the point where he 
offered Democrat Jackson the 
job of his first secretary of de¬ 
fence early in 1969. The pres¬ 
ent Ford-Kissinger policy, ex¬ 
tracardinary on its face, is 
that military and other aid 
to Vietnam and Cambodia 
must be increased. 


Last year, President Fold 
asked for $1,450 million for 
Vietnam, which Congress fin¬ 
ally cut back to $700 million. 
The administration has let it 
be known this year that it will 
ask for supplemental amounts 
of $300 million for Vietnam 
and $220 million for Cambo¬ 
dia. Excluding some diehards, 
the universal view among 
congressmen and their staffs 
is that these requests have 
about as much chance of being 
approved as a request for 
supplementary income for ex- 
president Nixon. 

What is puzzling Washington 
is why the White House is go¬ 
ing out on a limb on such an 
unpopular mission. The an¬ 
swer may have to do with 
President Ford’s character — 
but more often the origin is 
ascribed to Dr. Henry Kiss¬ 
inger-, the secretary of state. 


Dr. Kissinger’s record and 
estimation are more closely 
bound to the 1973 “cease¬ 
fire” than anyone else’s — he 
won half a Nobel Pjsaoe Prize 
for it. Pentagon sources say 
that the push for the 1975 sup- 
plementals is coming from 
his office. It is not difficult to 
see how it might be diplomat¬ 
ically and personally more 
convenient for him if the final 
collapse of South Vietnam — 
whether dramatic as in ob¬ 
vious defeat, or graduated, as 
in serial deterioration — were 
to come after he left office 
rather than before.

Wacky Barrett

British Columbia has long 
been a breeding ground for 
the nuttier kind of politician. 
Our premier is enriching this 
dubious tradition every time 
he opens his mouth. 

His performances in Vic¬ 
toria are strange enough, but 
they are nothing to the sort of 
thing he comes up with when 
he leaves B.C. What is one to 
make of his foray into Alberta 
last Friday? There he told a 
cheeri ng, s tomping audience 
of the faithful that the 

answer to Canada’s prospec¬ 
tive energy woes was to boot 
out Syncrude and the other 
Yankee outfits and develop 
the tar sands with true blue 
Canadian money alone. 

Spluttering with outrage, he 
said that Syncrude stood to 
get $300 billion from a pid¬ 
dling little investment of $2 
billion. That comes to a clean 
profit of $298 billion. 

If only things were so easy. 
If only tar sand oil would 
cost nothing but an initial 
investment of $2 billion. If 
only investors were lining up 
to get into the project, instead 
of hustling to get out. 

The rest of Dave Barrett’s 
emotional outburst was of 
similar sophistication, a fa¬ 
miliar potpourri of muddle- 
headed misreadings, populist 


pipe-dreams, mindless rant- 
ings. The audience, intelligent 
and concerned citizens to a 
person, loved every minute of 
it. 

Anything more likely to 
make the Albertan govern¬ 
ment flee into the arms of the 
multi-national corporations 
would be hard to imagine. 
The Barrett recipe for univer¬ 
sal prosperity without tears 
has been tried in B.C. and has 
failed, yet the minister howls 
for it to be applied in Alberta. 
That province is quivering on 
the edge of an economic bo¬ 
nanza. The last thing they 
need is for some local Dave 
Barrett to ruin it.

Dave Barrett has already 
caused quite enough trouble 
to B.C. The rest of the 
country does not need his de¬ 
structive nonsense. Let him 
stay in Victoria and start try¬ 
ing to run a serious govern¬ 
ment, and not subject other 
provinces to his particular 
brand of venom. 


leagues, Mr. Asper tries to 
justify a substantial pay raise 
for parliamentarians by com¬ 
paring their indemnity with 
some of the exceptionally high 
incomes in the country. It's 
not very convincing because 
the cases Mr. Asper cites are 
examples of the distortion of 
values that is playing havoc 
with the whole system and ac¬ 
counts for much of our eco¬ 
nomic and social troubles.

The sensible way to deal 
withThe dicy situation, if the 
economy and everything that 
stands on it is to be saved 
from collapse, is to scale 
down our requirements and 
eliminate not only waste but 
extravagance as well. 

No o n e should be more 
aware of the gravity of the 
situation than our elected fed¬ 
eral representatives who are 
in the best position to assess 
the whole picture. And no one 
has greater responsibility to

Brezhnev survives a confrontation with the Kremlin 


Leonid Brezhnev has just 
survived the gravest conflict 
in the Kremlin since he be¬ 
came First Secretary of the 
Communist Party after the 
fall of Nikita Khrushchev in 
1964. 

The crisis, which is basical¬ 
ly over the Soviet policy of de¬ 
tente w/ith the West, reached 
its climax, according to a 
high-level East European 
source, at a secret meeting of 
the Politburo on December 19. 
It was at this meeting, the 
source reveals, that Brezhnev 
was presented with an ultima¬ 
tum by th^hard-line wing of 
the leadersnfp, which has 
gained considerable influence 
recently, calling on him to 
change his policy of rappro¬ 
chement with the West or 


quit. It appears from this ac¬ 
count that Brezhnev was com¬ 
pletely unprepared for this 
challenge and escaped being 
ousted only by promptly ac¬ 
cepting his opponents’ de¬ 
mands. 

The rejiort of this dramatic 
meeting in the Kremlin gives 
the first plausible clue to the 
strange developments which 
have taken place in Moscow 
in the past few weeks, where 
conditions appear to be get¬ 
ting more and more reminis¬ 
cent. of the long summer of 
1964 before the removal of 
Khrushchev. 

It is highly significant that 
Brezhnev’s disappearance 
from the public eye followed 
immediately after this crucial 
meeting. His unexplained ab-

sence—he has not been seen 
in public for over a month- 
points to two unmistakable 
conclusions. First, that he is 
ill, but his illness is believed 
to be the direct result of the 
crisis in the leadership and 
not the other way round; and 
secondly, that although he has 
retained his position as leader 
of the party, his influence has 
been severely curbed, which 
in turn has led to continued 
instability at the top. 

His illness initiated an ava¬ 
lanche of speculation in the 
West, suggesting that he is 
suffering from leukaemia or 
even, according to a Warsaw 
source, that he had a heart at¬ 
tack. These reports of a fatal 


illness are discounted by in¬ 
formed East European diplo¬ 
mats in Moscow. 

Brezhnev is known to have 
suffered since childhood from 
a nervous disease which 
occurs the moment he is 
faced with threats or confron¬ 
tation, causing severe pain in 
his head. 

Instead of meeting the chal¬ 
lenge head on, Brezhnev ap¬ 
parently prefers to withdraw 
and sulk. This has happened 
in Belgrade in 1966 during 
critical talks with President 
Tito, again in 1968, when he 
faced the rebellious Czedio* 
Slovak leader Alexander Dub- 
cek in Ciema, and recently in 
Paris when President Giscard 
d’Estaing upset him. 

It would be wrong to con¬ 


clude that his prolonged ab¬ 
sence is entirely due to this 
recurrence of his nervous dis¬ 
ease. He may have decided or 
been advised to wait to 
see the effect of the cancella¬ 
tion of his trip to Cairo and, 
more important, the rejection 
of the U.S. trade pact, leaving 
scope for American and other 
reactions, before he spqftks 
again. 

Whatever the Western reac¬ 
tion will be, it seems that the 
understanding that existed be¬ 
tween Moscow and Washing¬ 
ton only six months ago has 
gone with the wind. This is 
bound to have far-reaching re¬ 
percussions in East-West rela¬ 
tions, with the danger that the 
Kremlin may return to a 
more militarist and ’ aggres¬ 
sive policy.

OTTAWA (CP) - Taxpay¬ 
ers who improperly trans¬ 
ferred Canada Savings Bonds

BREST, France (Reuter) 
Millions of tons of oil are be¬ 
lieved to be lying off the 
north-western French coast, 
but it may be years before a 
single barrel can be produced 
because of a dispute between 
France and Britain. 

Since 1968, geologists have 
drawn. up a map of a sector 
called the Iroise Sea, some 
126 miles off the Breton port 
of Brest, where several oil 
companiies have exploraton 
rights. 

This sector is believed to 
contain enough oil to ease 
France’s energy problems for 
years. 


But Britain has contested 
the ownership of the area 
and, pending international ar¬ 
bitration of the question, no 
offshore exploration Is possi¬ 
ble. 

Last November, ^President 
Valery G i s c a r d d’Estaing 
noted that th.* dispute had 
made progress difficult but 
was in the hands of experts. 

During a visit to Brest, the 
president said “The pros¬ 
pects for explotation are good. 
If we find oil off the point of 
Brittany it can change many 
things for the French econ¬ 
omy.”

DETROIT—General Motors 
has entered into a revised 
agreement of its 1970 world¬ 
wide rotary engine licence 
with Curtiss-Wright, Audi- 
NSU and Wankel G.M.B.H., 
GM announced Friday.

WINNIPEG (CP) — The

The sources said the price 
increases would be announced 
soon in official east bloc gov¬ 
ernment bulletins, and would 
go into effect as soon as the 
Soviet Union’s bilateral agree- :

At present the Soviet Union i 
charges its partners in Come- j 
con. the Soviet bloc equivalent j \ 
of the European Common 
Market, roughly pne-third of 
the world market price of i 
about $10 a barrel.

from less than $3 a barrel to 
more than $6. 

The sources said the price 
increases would go into effect 
only after the expiration of 
the price agreements Russia 
has with each Comecon na¬ 
tion.

The breakthrough opens the 
door to better understanding 
of how some plants take ni¬ 
trogen from the air and con¬ 
vert it to a form usable in the 
plant protein-building process. 

Nitrogen — essential to pro¬ 
tein building — is obtained 
from the air by bacteria liv¬ 
ing within the cells of le¬ 
gumes such as beans and 
peas. But the bacteria have 
never been known to carry 
out the process, called ni¬ 
trogen-fixing, except within 
the plant cells. 

Now, however, Dr. J. J. Child 
has induced the bacteria, rhi- 
zobia, to do this work outside 
the cells* It is a task scientists 
have been working on for 
about 80 years. 

Child, working at the NRC 
Prairie regional laboratories 
in Saskatoon, grew rhizobia 
along with — but separated 
from — the cells of various 
plants. Even though separat¬ 
ed from the plants, the bacte¬ 
ria carried out their nitrogen¬ 
fixing. 

This indicates that whatev¬ 
er it is in the plant cells that

work is a substance that can 
pass outside^he cell walls and 
diffuse across the space se¬ 
parating the cells from the 
bacteria. 

By analysing the materials 
found in this space, scientists 
might be able to identify for 
the first time the plant sub¬ 
stance the bacteria use. 

And because the process 
worked when the bacteria 
were cultured with non¬ 
legumes such as wheat, the 
substance now is known to be 
present even in plants which 
cannot obtain nitrogen from 
the air. 

An NRC official said the 
breakthrough opens a new 
field of research. 

When the plant component 
needed for nitrogen-fixing has 
been identified, scientists will 
be able to start searching for 
ways to make the nitrogen- 
fixihg process more efficient. 

This could increafe the pro¬ 
tein content in the legumes, 
which, with the help of rhizo¬ 
bia, take nitrogen from the 
air. 

The NRC spokesman said 
there is also a possibility that 
a way will be found to enable 
non-legumes to work with rhi¬ 


zobia so that such plants as 
wheat could also get nitrogen 
from the air. 

This would enrich the pro¬ 
tein content of such plants, 
since all but the legumes 
must rely on nitrogen in the 
soil to build their proteins. 

Rhizobia cannot enter cells 
of such plants, but if the 
mechanisms that keep them 
out can be understood, that 
problem might be overcome.

VANCOUVER (CP)-The 
Mounties always get their 
man—even if it's one of their 
own, the federal inquiry into 
RCMP procedures has been 
told. 

Ron Lyttle of, Chilliwack, a 
former constable and now a 
counsellor with the Canadian 
Penitentiary Service, de¬ 
scribed his own experience of 
what life as an I^CMP rookie 
can be like if a commanding 
officer takes a dislike to a 
constable. 

Lyttle said he joined RCMP 
in 1967 and after three weeks 
at his first posting following 
training, became involved in 
a fight after a routine car 
check. He said the civilian in¬ 
volved started the fight, as 


witnesses later verified, but. 
he was too inexperienced to 
realize he should have sought 
charges for assaulting a 
peace officer. 

The civilian filed a common 
assault chfct:ge against Lyttle. 
The chai'ge was later dis¬ 
missed In court. Prior to the 
court hearing, he said his 
commanding NOD had as¬ 
sured him the incident would 
go no further. 

Lyttle said after the 
charges were dismissed he 
was brought before the NOO, 
who told him he was against 
violence and was recommend¬ 
ing Lyttle’s discharge. Three 
weeks later, Lyttle was 
brought before the NOO 
agains and told the RCMP 
commissioner had overruled

the discharge recommen¬ 
dation, saying the incident re¬ 
sulted from inexperience and 
Lyttle should receive only an 
oral reprimand. 

Lyttle said the NCO told 
him he disagreed with the de¬ 
cision and “if he had any say 
*in the matter I would be out.” . 

And that’s Aben his troubles 
started, Lyttle said. He was 
immediately transferred to a 
nearby 'detachment, covered 
by the same NOO, but which 
had a population of 500 whites 
and 4,200 Indians. 

“I think I would have to say 
that he put me in an area 
where there was a very high 
potential for future fights," he 
said. 

The NCO then ordered that 
reports on any scuffles invol- 
ing Lyttle be sent to him, al¬ 
though no such reports were 
required for other constables. 
He suddenly found he was 
made part of a force health 
study, and was required to 
file a monthly “obesity re¬ 
port” with he NCO, detailing 
weight gains and losses, con¬ 
tent of diet and other details. 

After some time, he was 
transferred to another detach¬ 
ment, closer again to the 
NCO. and the reports on scuf¬ 
fles and monthly diet con¬ 
tinued. Additionally, Lyttle 
said, he bagan to have new 
troubles as he made applica¬ 
tions to the same NCO to be 
married. 

AH the marriage applica¬ 
tions were delayed, he said, 
and after the first one he was 
told it was because he was 


“too much in debt." He said 
that at the time he had debts 
of about $5,000, mostly related 
to the recent purchase of a 
new car. The same excuse 
was used to turn d<?wn the 
second application, although 
the debts had been reduced to 
$3,000 and the NCO was told 
Lyttle and his fiancee had a 
combined income of $1,000 a 
month and could quickly re¬ 
tire the debt. 


When the third application 
was filed, Lyttle was debt- 
free, but the application re¬ 
mained untouched on the 
NCO’s desk for four months. 

During this same period,' 
Lyttle said, in order to escape 
the NCO’s .jurisdiction, he had 
applied to the dog, identifica¬ 
tion and marine divisions. 
However, in the RCMP, appli¬ 
cations first must he ap¬ 
proved by the NCO, he said,

who refused to pass on any of 
his. 

Thoroughly discouraged 
with the NCO. but not with, 
the force* Lyttle said he ap¬ 
plied for discharge to have 
some time to think. In his in¬ 
terview with the Divisional 
Personnel Officer, he was 
asked why he wanted to 
leave. 

“I said I want to just get 
out for a year and see if the 
force is really for me,” he 
said. 

The DPO asked again and 
Lyttle said he gave the same 
answer. Finally, the DPO said 
the interview was totally con¬ 
fidential and he would appre¬ 
ciate the real reasons, which 
Lyttle then related. 

A few weeks later, he said, 
he was brought before the 
NOO and told his discharge 
was approved. 

“The NOO said. Til see you 
never get back in the force 
again,’ ” Lyttle said. “And 
then when I looked puzzled he 
went on to say, ’And what’s 
this you’ve been telling the 
inspector (the DPO)?’ ” 

•In the four years since his 
resignation, after nearly three 
years’ service. Lyttle said he 
has applied for reinstatement 
three times. The first time he 
was told the force was not 
ready to consider his applica¬ 
tion. About a year later he’ 
was turned down. 

“And the last time T ap¬ 
plied, the commissioner’s let¬ 
ter said it would be in my 
best interests and those of the 
force if I just didn’t apply 
again,” he said. 

Lyttle told the inquiry he 
had no hopes for personal sat¬ 
isfaction in giving testimony 
and emphasized he had never 
had any service-court pro¬ 
ceedings brought against him, 
despite the NCO’s dogged 
watchfulness.

Although the inflation rate 
eased slightly in January, Fi¬ 
nance Minister John Turner 
said Friday in Ottawa the 
January slowdown was not 
sufficient grounds to predict a 
general improvement. 

“I can’t predict an upbeat 
trend on the basis of one 
month,” Turner told report¬ 
ers. He declined to comment 
on the figures. 

Statistics Canada said it’s 
consumer price index showed 
a .5 per cent increase for Jan¬ 
uary. half the rate recorded 
for December. It was the 
smallest increase in 166 
months. 

The report added that infla¬ 
tion now was increasing at an 
annual rate of 12.1 per cent, 
based on the 12-month period 
starting January, 1974. 


Conservative member of 
Parliament James McGrath 
asked if the government was 
revising the consumer price 
index to measure more ac¬ 
curately the impact of higher 
consumer prices, on people 
with low or fixed incomes. 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
told him the Economic Coun¬ 
cil of Canada had said “this is 
still the best system.” 

Meanwhile, monthly old age 
security payments will be in¬ 
creased by $3.36 to $123.42 in 
April, the new consumer price 
index indicates.

In my last column I dis¬ 
cussed the problem of trying 
to grow a lot of vegetables in 
a little space—an important 
factor in these days of high 
food prices—and I described a 
few simple tricks for produc¬ 
ing bigger crops from a email 
garden plot—intercropping 
and catch-cropping. 

Still another stunt for mak¬ 
ing the most of a restricted 
s(pace is to make use of the 
walls and fences for the grow¬ 
ing of vegetable crops. 

If you have a tall fence 
which gets a reasonable 
amount of sun. Scarlet Run¬ 
ner beans will clothe it, mak¬ 
ing highly ornamental vines 
with colorful red blossoms 
and, In due course, a tasty 
crop of beans. 

★ * * 

Scarlet Runner Isn’t ^tlje 
only tall climbing bean, 
though. Kentucky Wonder 
isn’t as pretty in flower but 
tlie beans are tastier; more¬ 
over, Kentucky Wonder is 
available in both yellow wax 
and green podded kinds. 

Blue Lake is about the most 
reliable of all the tall pole 
beans and is the variet- most 
favored by the canning and 
freezing industry.

This is a very old variety 
which had its origin In the 
Channel Islands and was lost 
1o cultivation for over a 
hundred years before being 
re-discovered. 

It bears purple-podded 
beans which tnirn bright green 
in the cooking and is avail¬ 
able both as a dwarf bush 
bean and as a very tall pole 
bean, running up to J5 feet 
tall. 

★ ★ ★ 

Cucumbers may also he 
grown against a fence, al¬ 
lhough the vines don’t crop 
quite as well as when they are 
allowed to sprawl and are 
pegged down and encouraged 
to send out roots from every 
leaf joint. 

But where a small garden 
can’t afford the enormous 
space required for the ground- 
hugging vines, a wall or fence 
is the answer. 

A bit of shade la helpful for 
cukes, as the fruits tend to 
become bitter in flavor if they 
get too much sun on a south¬ 
facing wall. 

★ ★ * 

Cukes grown against a wall 
or a solid fence are very sus¬ 
ceptible to infestation by the 
spider mite, though; this is a 
microscopic sap-sucker that 
thrives in hot dry situations. 


The trick here is to freshen 
up the vines and the wall be¬ 
hind them with a daily spray 
of plain water from the gar¬ 
den hose. 

I suppose all of us have 
made use of a sunny south or 
southwestern-facing wall or 
fence for the growing of toma¬ 
toes. 

It is possible to ripen toma¬ 
toes in this way several weeks 
earlier than on plants grown 
in the open. The radiated heat 
from the wall makes the dif¬ 
ference. 

★ ★ ★ 

There are two things to 
watch here. First, make sure 
the plants get plenty of water, 
particularly at the deep root 
level, for the soil at the foot of 
a w'all is notoriously difficult 
to keep moistened. 

A good thick mulch over the 
rooting area will help insulate 
the soil from the sun and con¬ 
serve soil moisture. 

Second, grow your wall- 
trained tomAto plants in such 
a way that the fruits are 
always shaded by the foliage, 
for tomatoes always ripen 
more evenly and have a more 
tender skin and a better fla¬ 
vor when grown in the shade 
of their own leaves. 

A very common error Is to 
prune or train away the fo¬ 
liage so as to expose Ihe fruits 
to the sun. 


Where no fence or wall or 
trellis is available, the grow¬ 
ing of tall pole beans poses 
something of a problem. 

At one time it was the cus¬ 
tom to use bean poles • 
straight, stout poles eight to 
10 feet in height—but these 
ai'e rather hard to come by 
these days. One good solution 
is to grow another tall plant 
to support your beans. 

Beans and corn, for in¬ 
stance, have a natural affinity 
for one another, and a com¬ 
mon trick is to plant a bean 
seed at the foot of each corn 
stalk. 

The vines will clamber up 
the corn, producing two crops 
from the one bit of ground, 
while the nitrogen-fixing bac¬ 
teria on the bean roots will 
help nourish the corn. 

+ * + 

Sunflowers are becoming a 
popular crop these days 
where space is available for 
such skyscrapers, and given 
an open, sunny fall to ripen 
the enormous heads, they pro¬ 
duce a lot of nutty seeds both 
for human consumption and 
for feeding the wild birds. 

Here, too, living sunflower 
plants provide very good sub¬ 
stitutes for bean poles to sup¬ 
port tall runner beans or the 
tall tele graph-type pea«.

A Victoria County Court 
jury Friday found Harold and 
Tvy Morris not guilty of 
charges of theft of more than 
S3.000 from the London Box¬ 
ing and Athletic Club and its 
women’s auxiliary. 

The jury’s verdict, reached 
after six hours of deliberation, 
was greetea by applause from 
spectators in the courtroom. 
Many of the spectators were 
present throughout the seven- 


day trial that first began Jan. 
22 and resumed last Monday. 

The charges against the 
Victoria couple, who ran both 
organizations, followed the 
seizure by police of club fi¬ 
nancial records from their 
home, 1127 Chapman, on July 
4, 1973. 

The crown had alleged that 
the Morrises converted to 
their own use about $2,475 
belonging to the London Box¬ 


ing and Athletic Club and 
about $795 of its women’s aux¬ 
iliary’s funds. 

The crown alleged that this 
took place while the Morrises 
ran bingos for both organiza¬ 
tions between February 1971 
and December 1972. The 
crown charged that cash was 
set aside to pay certain bingo 
expenses and these same ex¬ 
penses were later paid by 
cheque. 


In his summation to the 
jury, defence counsel Kenneth 
Murphy said both his clients 
admitted that funds set aside 
for bingo expenses was used 
for other club expenses. 

Both the Morrises testified 
earlier that cash set aside to 
pay bingo expenses involv¬ 
ing advertising with Victoria 
Press Ltd. and bus rental 
from B.C. Hydro — had usual¬ 


ly gone to pay unexpected de¬ 
mands for cash from club of¬ 
ficials for sixjrts activities. 

Murphy told the jury thai 
no one spends the amount of 
time the Morrises did on club 
activities over the years just 
to steal $3,000 and then turns 
around and spends $700 of his 
own money for a club parly 
or $500 of his own money for 
soccer boots for players. 


Murphy said the real issue 
before the jury was whether 
or not they believed Morris 
and his wife. 

But crown prosecutor Don- 
ala Farquhar told the jury it 
was being asked to believe 
the Morrises carried out “the 
most sho< kin£ bookkeeping 
imaginable” despite the size 
of the organization. 


He reminded the jury that 
Morris had testified he was 
concerned with detail, that he 
told his wife what to put in 
the books and that he looked 
at the books weekly. 

He told the jury a guilty 
verdict de|>ended on whether 
it believed Morris when he 
said he found it necessary to 
dip into bingo cash 121 times 


during the 1971-72 period be¬ 
cause club members unexpec¬ 
tedly needed expense money. 

Judge M. L. T. Drake re¬ 
minded the jury that an ac¬ 
cused person was innocent 
until proved guilty and that 
the defence did not need to es¬ 
tablish anything beyond a rea¬ 
sonable doubt that the ac¬ 
cused hadn’t committed an of¬ 
fence. 


Tiny ray of hope 
as inside staff 
draft new pact 


Faint glimmers of hope for 
a settlement, and the possibil¬ 
ity of new nasty confronta¬ 
tions, were the contradicting 
elements Friday in Greater 
Victoria’s municipal strike- 
lockout situation. 

Private garbage firm opera¬ 
tors were Expected to “pack 
two-by-foul's” to protect them¬ 
selves against “harassment 
by strikers” at the Hartland 
Road garbage dump, north of 
die city. 

One operator, who didn’t 
want his name mentioned, 
said the strikers “worked 
over” his truck Friday morn¬ 
ing with chains when he re¬ 
turned from the dump where 
he had deposited a load of 
garbage. 

He said none of the private 
firms is going to stand for 
that kind of treatment. 


Striking Victoria municipal 
workers are establishing an 
emergency garbage pickup 
service, it was learned Fri¬ 
day. 

The service will be offered 
to residents of the Capital Re¬ 
gion who have no means of 
disposing of garbage during 
the current labor dispute. 

The offer doesn't apply to 
commercial establishments or 
residents who can take their 
garbage to any of the tempo¬ 
rary disposal grounds.

Cliff Henderson, secretary 
of Local 50, Canadian Union 
o f Public Employees, said in 
an interview that nobody 
should needlessly suffer from 
the strike. 

“We don’t want to make life 
miserable tor innocent people. 
We'll pick up garbage from 
anyone who is really desper¬ 
ate," Henderson said. 

Anyone wishing to take ad¬ 
vantage of the offer is asked 
to phone CUPE headquarters

“We have a lot of members 
with pickup trucks.

Henderson said the unions 
had considered renting trucks 
to start its own garbage pick¬ 
up service for the duration of 
the strike, but had abandoned 
the idea for the time being.

“We’ll certainly look at the 
package,” he said. 

No details of the proposal 
were released, but it is be¬ 
lieved to contain wage de¬ 
mands on a scale, rather than 
a percentage across the 
board. 

A statement earlier by Oak 
Bay Aid. Shirley Dowell, that 
Mie Greater Victoria Library 
Board was on the verge of a 
settlement with its CUPE em¬ 
ployees, was described by 
Walker as “hot air.” 

Meanwhile, a Victoria resi¬ 
dent, Maggi Lynn, has called 
on volunteers to clean up the 
Esquimau Road heliport, 
used as a temporary garbage 
disposal ground. 

She said anyone wanting to 
help should be at the heliport 
at 1 p.m. today. The garbage, 
she said, would be loaded on 
trucks and driven to the Hart- 
land Road dump. 

Walker said his men won’t 
interfere with any such volun¬ 
teer action. 

“The only thing I would say 
is that it’s a shame private 
citizens have to show the guts 
of doing a job the city should 
be doing,” he said. 

The actual strike-lockout 
situation didn’t change Fri¬ 
day. Victoria’s outside wor¬ 
kers were on strike for the 
12th day, w-hile civic opera¬ 
tions in Saanich. Oak Bay. 
and the Capital Region Board 
weie crippled tiy lockouts. 

Esquimau “laid off” its out¬ 
side workers Wednesday, but 
is expected to lock its em¬ 
ployees out Monday morning. 
Sidney is expected to take 
similar hetion Monday. 

One of the effects of the 
strike-lockout, aside from the 
lack of garbage collection ser¬ 
vices, has been a number of 
water main breaks, including 
one in front of Victoria Mayor 
Peter Pollen’s used-car lot at 
Cook and Yates.

Five-year campaign reaches government 

Sex-offender aid sought

A 39-year-old Victoria au¬ 
tomotive mechanic, whose 
one-man campaign for better 
laws for Canada’s sexual of¬ 
fenders and victims is more 
than five years old, has begun 
to take the campaign to gov¬ 
ernments. 

Frank McGowan, a native 
of Toronto who moved to Vic¬ 
toria in 1973, made his first 
public move by asking deputy 
attorney-general David 
Vickers at a Capital Region 
Justice Council meeting 
Wednesday what the B.C. gov¬ 
ernment was doing about 
what he considers the two key 
issues. 


professionals in sex-offender 
treatment in Ontario, Van¬ 
couver and Washington, D.C. 

McGowan said he had al¬ 
ready approached the B.C. 
Justice Development Commis¬ 
sion. which includes leaders 
of all parts of the provincial 
justice system, “with the hope 
they will look into all the laws 
governing sex offenders.” 

He is urging study and then 
law changes in all aspects of 
fhe problem, “including pro¬ 
tection for the victims that 
they’re not getting now ... I 
hope the public will see l he 
importance of looking into 


these law's. Are they getting 
the protection they need?” 

McGowan acknowledged 
there are studies in Ottawa on 
a key issue — a change in the 
law so the character of a rape 
victim can be protected dur¬ 
ing a trial. 

In B.C., one thing the gov¬ 
ernment might do is consider 
opening a “clinic with staff 
trained to look at sex prob¬ 
lems where no violence is in¬ 
volved . . . and later, there 
should be a proper treatment 
program for both offender 
and victim.” 

One suggestion McGowan is 
making in his rounds of gov¬ 


ernment officials, MLAs and 
community organizations is 
the us6 of a trained worker to 
testify during a rape trial in 
place of the victim. 

Next steps in his campaign, 
he said, are submissions to 
several community organiza¬ 
tions seeking support of his 
campaign and then release of 
•a brief containing the results 
of his lengthy research. 

One thing it will probably 
contain is McGowan’s way to 
get around the social walls 
created by the words “sex of¬ 
fender” and. as he puts it, 
“see what is. on the other 
side.” 


Inquiry 
coming 
on dam 

The provincial government 
has suspended action on the 
proposed Chemainus River 
dam until after a public inqui¬ 
ry has been held. 

Recreation and Conserva¬ 
tion Minister Jack Radford 
made the announcement Fri¬ 
day following an earlier deci¬ 
sion by the cabinet’s environ¬ 
ment and land use committee 
to fully assess the environ¬ 
mental impact of the dam be¬ 
fore permitting construction. 

The dam was originally re¬ 
quested by North Cowichan 
municipality to provide 
greater domestic water sup¬ 
plies. Cost of the project was 
estimated at $2 million. Ap¬ 
proximately one mile of the 
river would be flooded to 
create 300 million acre feet of 
water storage. 

Environmentalists claim the 
dam will ruin chinook and 
coho salmon rpns and also 
wipe out one of the finest 
steelhead rivers on Vancouver 
Island. They also claim that 
alternative domestic water 
sources are available to North 
Cowichan. 

In April, 1974, a special 
committee of the provincial 
cabinet gave the go-ahead to 
Ihe project, over-riding the 
advice of provincial water 
comptroller Howard DeBeck. 

* DeBeck had suggested that 
(he additional water supplies 
required by North Cowichan 
could be found in wells and 
from other sources at a much 
lower cost than $2 million. 

The cabinet committee deci¬ 
sion touched off a wave of 
protest when it was an¬ 
nounced. 

“Subsequent to this decision 
by the cabinet committee we 
have received submissions 
and new information, includ¬ 
ing information on possible al¬ 
ternative sources of water for 
the district,” Radford said. 
“These have convinced the 
environment and land use 
committee of th# need to re¬ 
view the decision of the cabi¬ 
net committee.” 

No date has been set for the 
public inquiry. Radford said 
that if it found that environ¬ 
mental damage would be 
excessive, construction of the 
dam would be prohibited, or 
strict conditions under which 
the dam could be constructed 
would be laid down.

Saanich has a history em¬ 
bodied in old homes, bams, 
farms, winding roads and 
rural landscapes. It also has a 
history of procrastination, as 
faf* as the Hallmark Society is 
concerned. 

‘‘Saanich doesn’t have 
much left in the way of fiistor- 
ical sites," ‘Carolyn Smyly, 
past president of Victoria’s 
Hallmark Society, said Fri¬ 
day. And she doesn’t expect 
many sites to be preserved 
unless something changes 
Saanich council’s “complete 
and total lack of interest.” 

Her main complaint is that, 
after a year of trying to talk 
to council about setting up a 
heritage advisory committee, 
after finally convincing coun¬ 
cil to do so, and almost six 
months after an announce¬ 
ment that a committee would 
be appointed, there is still no 
committee. 

Ms. Smyly realizes that 
Saanich’s planning depart¬ 
ment has been short-staffed 
and that council has been 
busy with other business, but 
she surmises the real problem 
is that heritage preservation 
has no champion on Saanich 
council—the role Sam Bawlf 
plays in Victoria. 

In those municipalities, 
committees were set up with¬ 


in two or three months of the 
Hallmark Society’s requests, 
she said, adding. “Saanich is 
throe years behind Victoria 
and Oak Bay.’’ 

Pressure for land develop- 
ment is increasing rapidly in 
Saanich, and most historic 
sites close to Victoria have al¬ 
ready been obliterated, she 
said. Just like standard zon¬ 
ing categories, “remaining 
sites should be included in 
Saanich’s planning concepts,” 
she said. 

Her concern for heritage is 
not trained by sloppy senti¬ 
mentality for old times, Ms. 
Smyly said. Being aware of 
the past as well as the future 
”is a necessary part of a bal¬ 
anced outlook on life. We 
must understand how an area 
has grown and developed be¬ 
fore we can understand how it 
will grow in the future.” 

That is particularly impor¬ 
tant in an area growing as 
quickly as Saanich. 

Some areas. Ms. Smyly con¬ 
siders valuable are several 
old transportation routes, in¬ 


cluding the Wilkinson Road 
and Blenkinsop Road areas. 
“Wilkinson Road has about 10 
old buildings spread over Va 
miles,” she said. 

The Wilkinson Road build¬ 
ings could be grouped along a 
section of the road, perhaps 
with new development behind 
them. to emphasize the 
route’s historic significance 
and accommodate future 
growth without looking like a 
“Disneyland attraction,” Ms. 
Smyly suggested. 

But she rejected the idea of 
an “artificial heritage park” 
with relocated relics, some¬ 
thing Saanich has been con¬ 
sidering for Cuthbert Holies 
park, as having “no relation 
to the way the community 
grew. That’s not preservation 

it’s a tourist attraction.” 

Heritage designation means 
ap owner cannot demolish or 
substantially alter the exteri¬ 
or of a building without coun¬ 
cil’s approval. 

Ms. Sfnyly fears Saanich 
rouncil will not 4a ke heritage 


preservation seriously until 
there is public outcry, and 
there will not be a public 
outcry without a particular 
issue, “and by then it’s too 
late.” 

Without some machinery 
set up in advance, council will 
not be able to move to pre¬ 
serve a site in an emergency, 
she said. 

Aid. Mel Couvelier. former 
chairman of the lands, plan¬ 
ning and housing committer, 
admitted that council had 
been quite slow in es¬ 
tablishing a heritage advisory 
committee. 

“But that does not indicate 
a lack of enthusiasm,” he 
added. Council has simply 
had too many other things to 
worry about. 

Couvelier said municipal 
planner Tom Loney has writ¬ 
ten to the four persons nomin¬ 
ated by the Hallmark Society 
to serve on the committee, 
and is waiting for replies be¬ 
fore submitting names to 
council for approval. 

So far. only two nominees 
have replied. 

The municipal labor dispute 
has slowed down counciibusi- 
ness and neither Couvelier 
nor Loney could guess how 
soon the appointments will go 
before council.

NEW YORK (UPI) - A 
marriage contract needs reg¬ 
ular renegotiation to prevent 
the "I do” from becoming “I 
don’t.” 

That first glowing love Is 
great but “love is not enough 
to get married on,” said Dr. 
Wallace Denton, professor 
child development and family 
life at Purdue University. 

Denton said that “without 
exception” married couples’ 
altitudes, needs and goals 
change through the years. 

Noting that IS now is the 
most frequent age for a wo¬ 


man’s first marriage, Denton 
commented that “the kind of 
person who turned you on at 
17, 18 or 19 may not 10 or 20 
years later.” 

“To maintain a viable rela¬ 
tionship, a couple must peri¬ 
odically ‘renegotiate’ the mar¬ 
riage contract,” lie said. 

Denton explained that such 
a contract is "the conscious 
or unconscious, spoken or un¬ 
spoken agreement between a 
man and a woman that gov¬ 
erns ways in which each 
meets the other s needs. ” 

Some couples actually wrile 
down the terms, said Denton

TORONTO (CP) A diet 
high in carbohydrates, espe¬ 
cially sugar, but low in bulk 
may be contributing to tlip 
high incidence of gallstones, a 
New York specialist said. 

Dr. Norman F .lavitI. who 
spoke to doctors at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto and several 
teaching hospitals, said in an 
interview about * In million 
pprsons in North America 
13 million of those in Canada 
suffer from gall bladder 
disease, 

“Gall hladder surgery Is the 
single most common major 
operation.” said Dr. Javitl, 
professor of medicine and 
head of gastroenterology al 
the New York Hospital-Cor¬ 
nell Medical Centre. 

Dr. JaviU said he has seen 
Iran, young men with many 
gallstones, and when he tried 
to determine why, he found 
ihetr diets were 'primarily 
carbohydrate.’’ 

"It makes one suspicious 
that if you take in most of 
your calorics in the form of 
sugar, it’s possible that your 
bile is more supersaturated 
and that you have more or a 
tendency to make stones. But 
that’s speculation." 


Hamburgers 

dangerous 

STOCKHOLM it; PI) 
Stockholm Communists came 
out against 1' S.-style ham¬ 
burger emporiums in Sweden, 
contending they are a danger 
to the working class. 

"Phe hamburger culture is 
a danger to the working peo¬ 
ple.” said Arne Soederkvist, 
chairman of the Communist 
group in the Stockholm city 
council. 

“First it ruins their health 
as the food being served does 
not contain necessary vi¬ 
tamins and stuff and secondly 
because the people have to 
cat very fast and under press¬ 
ing conditions lots of people 
and noise,” he said. 


Dr. .lavitt’s appearance 
here was sponsored by the 
Canadian Hepatic Foundation, 
formed to foster research and 
education in liver disease, 
which is the third-leading 
cause of death in Canada 
after heart disease and 
cancer. 

He said prevention of gall¬ 
stones might involve reducing 
the degree of saturation which 
could he aided by eating 
small, frequent meals, "but 
we have to be careful not to 
encourage obesity.”

(CP) — A federal hospital 
serving the twin Indian com¬ 
munities of Rae-Edzo has 
been closed because of a staff 
shortage that resulted after 
an alleged rape of a nurse two 
months ago. 


in a telephone interview from 
the Purdue campus at West 
Lafayette^ Ind.

There are several reasons 
for the increase. Americans 
expect a great deal out of 
marriage—“sometimes too 
much,” he said. Divorce no 
longer carries a stigma. 
There’s a decline of all prohi¬ 
bitions against it. 

In turn, to make a marriage 
go. there are ingredients be¬ 
sides love. 

Certain mutual interests 
help. You don’t both have to 
love golf or bridge, the mutu¬ 
ality should be in any “highly 
emotion-laden areas. Defer¬ 
ence to the home, children, 
religion." 

What about money? Denton 
said. “I wouldn’t try to place 
the priority on that, certainly 
it's important. But so are pa¬ 
tience, loyalty and under¬ 
standing.” 

3’he professor, who took his 
doctorate al Columbia LJniver- 
sity, has been at Purdue 10 
years. He’s married—“to the 
same woman for 24 years” 
and the couple has a son in 
college at Purdue and a 15- 
ypaiMild daughter. 

Time for renegotiation of 
the marriage contract may 
come with-the first child. 

Said Denton, ”he discovers 
he no longer has her full at¬ 
tention. Or the reverse, and 


she finds she has the addi¬ 
tional demands of the child. A 
whole new set of needs sur¬ 
faces. A couple may find 
themselves unable to shift.” 

Or the renegotiation may he 
needed when the children are 
grown. the wife, no longer 
facing the same demands at 
home, wants to do something 
creative with her life. Yet her 
husband still wants that ‘in¬ 
nocent girl’ hp married to let 
him make the decisions. 


A relationship can be 
doomed unless there is new 
understanding so that they 
can become co-equal beings. 

Denton conceded there are 
.some marriages rut worth 
saving. But most relationships 
can be improved with “time, 
effort and hard work.” 

“It lakes practice.” hp 
said. “You don’t expect to 
play the piano the first, tiipp 
you set down. A marriage is 
no different.”

Church union talks back on rails 


TORONTO <CP' The na¬ 
tional executive of the general 
council of the United Church 
of Canada accepted Friday, 
with some reservations, a 
statement by the Anglican 
Church of Canada that the lat¬ 
ter is willing to continue 
church-union negotiations 
under certain conditions. 

I In a statement, the United 
! Church said it reaffirmed its 
commitments to church union 
| and asked a committee on 
1 union and joint missions to 
reassess its terms of refer¬ 


ence in "the light of the 
changed circumstances." 

The changed circumstances 
developed Thursday when the 
Anglican Church said through 
its national executive council 
that the plan of union now 
before the participating 
churches is unacceptable, but 
that negotiations leading to a 
national protestant commu¬ 
nion of about 3.7 million 
should be continued.

Church, with 2.2 million 
members and adherents, and 
live Anglican Church, with 1.5 
million members, have sought 
to achieve organic union, sim¬ 
ilar to the union in 1925 of the 
Methodists, the Congrega- 
tionalists and most of the 
Presbyterians, which brought 
into being the United CYiurch 
of Canada 

Negotiations have dragged 
on since, with the Anglicans,

day of the national executives 
of the three churches, being 
cast in the rode of "bad guys" 
not willing to go along. 

"Not so,” cried the Angli¬ 
cans as they set out their po¬ 
sition in a statement following 
an executive meeting. 

Envisaged is Church of 
Christ in Canada with an ex¬ 
ecutive headed by a pres¬ 
ident. To an extent, the epis¬ 
copates of the Anglican 
church would be preserved 
with (he United Church ac¬ 
cepting the principle of bish¬ 
ops being regional heads. The 
name. Anglican Oiurch of 
Canaria, formerly the Church 


of England in Canada, would 
disappear along with the 
existing episcopate. 

Many Anglicans do not like 
this, though the plan of union 
published in 1973 with the con¬ 
currence of all participating 
churches permits each con¬ 
gregation to continue its 
operation unchanged. For one 
thing, this * in the United 
Church means grape juice for 
communion, symbolic of the 
blood of Christ and Sacra¬ 
mental wine in the Anglican 
Church. 

The third participating 
church is the Christian 
Church (Disciples of Christi, 
with about 7.000 members.

Consistent loser dies at 84 


One of the most colorful, 
and unsuccessful, figures of 
Edmonton political history 
has died in Victoria at the age 
of 81. 

Frederick James Speed. 
912 Mb Newton Cross Rd., 
was consistently at the bottom 
of the polls in seven bids for 
the Edmonton mayoralty. 

Speed started his career in 
civic politics in 1934 with the 
first of five consecutive at¬ 
tempts for the mayor’s chair 
This first effort resulted in 50 
votes. 

I 


A carpenter, he was back in 
the ring the next year, cam¬ 
paigned for monetary reform 
and earned 72 votes. This gain 
was wiped out in 1936. how¬ 
ever, when he polled 54 votes 
followed by 64 in 1937. 

In . 1938, William Shake¬ 
speare proved to be a hit at 
the ballot box for Speed. 
Throughout the Campaign, he 
confined his speeches Jp ex¬ 
cerpts from Henry V, the 
death scene from Hamlet, and 
an offer never accepted 
tn throw in the hour-long 


court and bond scenes from 
the Merchant of Venice as 
well. 

By the time the ballots were 
counted, 198 citizens had re¬ 
warded him with their votes. 

In 1945, Speed was back in 
the mayoralty race, apparent¬ 
ly ignoring the city’s claim 
that he was ineligible to stand 
because he lacked the neces¬ 
sary property qualifications. 

He tried again for the sev¬ 
enth and last time in 1949. 
The campaign brought him 
284 vote« out of 26.413 casf 


In 1950, he lowered his 
sights to run as alderman 
with the usual result. It was 
the end of the campaign trail 
for a man who once described 
himself to a British news¬ 
paper, during a visit to his na¬ 
tive land, as a locally-fanvu?. 
philosopher, poet. writer, 
actor, asstronomer, logician 
and "spiritual philanthropist 

Speed is survived by his 
wife Amy. six sons arid four 
daughters. 30 grandchildren, 
and 28 great-grandchildren

Promotions hit 
by radio body 


A Victoria radio station 
owner whose company has re- 
< riv ed a request from the Ca- 
nadian Radio-TV Commission 
I to reduce its promotional ac- 
I tivity said Friday he regards 
it as advice to all radio sta¬ 
tions in the country as well as 
his own. 

Mel Cooper or CFAX was 
commenting on a CRTC deci¬ 
sion which expressed concern 
"with the amount of promo¬ 
tional and commercial refer¬ 
ences. activities and devices 
and the manner in which they 
permeate the over-all pro¬ 
gramming of the station. 

"The commission expects 
the licensee to reduce the in¬ 
cidence of such material in its 
programming. 

Cooper said the CRTC made 
no specific suggestions of 
ways to "reduce the- in¬ 
cidence" and added that "ob¬ 
viously 1 will attempt to find 
out what areas concern 
them. 

He also said the CRTC has 
been using licence-renewal 


statement for about a year t« 
issue statements of minor po¬ 
licies directed to all radio sta¬ 
tions. like more community

The CRTC statement re¬ 
newed the licences of CFAX 
and CKDA for three years to

Packer 
speaks Sunday 


There have heen Mormons 
on Vancouver Island for 100 
years and their history will be 
reviewed as part of a ceremo¬ 
ny Sunday to - mark the 
change in status of Island 
members of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints. 

The ceremony will begin at 
10 a.m. Sunday in the Capitol 
Theatre and the main speaker 
will lie Elder Boyd Packer of 
Salt Lake City, one of the 12 
apostles for the church. The 
public is invited to attend. 

Tne new status changes the 
local organization from a dis¬ 
trict, under the direction of a 
mission president in Van¬ 
couver. to what is called a 
"slake.’’ which will give the 
group greater autonomy. 

Packer's primary duty 
while in Victoria will be the 
selection of leaders for the 


Mormons’ 2,500 members on 
the Island. A Stake president, 
a patriarch, numerous bish¬ 
ops and counsellors will be 
called. 

In addition to calling staff 
to serve as leaders of congre¬ 
gations in Sidney, Colwood, 
Duncan, Nanaimo. Port AJ- 
berni, Courtenay, Powell 
River and two in Victoria, the 
organization of a Stake means 
the full implementation of the 
churcH’s community and so¬ 
cial service programs. 

A wide range of counselling 
will be otfered on drugs, al¬ 
coholism. marital and family 
problems, vocational place¬ 
ment. training and family as¬ 
sistance. 

Unlike many give-away wel¬ 
fare programs, the Mormon 
philosophy encourages and 
expects the individual to work 
for what he receives. Its main 


goal is to help the recipient to 
become self-sufficient and to 
retain his dignity. 

Bishops’ storehouses will be 
set up from which members 
may draw supplies in case of 
need. There will be no pay¬ 
ment for what they are given 
but they will donate services 
instead. 

A genealogy library will be 
set up which will seek out the 
progenitors of the members 
from parish and other records 
all over the world. 

This year marks the 100th 
anniversary of Mormons on 
Vancouver Island. The first 
immigrants were the family 
of William Francis Colley who 
arrived in Victoria in 1875.

Traffic diversion ideas for Victoria 


Ottawa ‘a good example’ 


Why look at San Francisco 
when Ottawa has successfully 
implemented a program of re¬ 
ducing and diverting traffic 
through various means?. 

That was the question asked 
* by former Victoria planner 
Roderick Clack in a letter to 
city council this week. 

Clack, now assistant gener¬ 
al manager of the National 
Capital (Commission, said in 
his letter that Victoria’s plans 
to reduce vehicle traffic in 
residential sections of the city 
is obviously desirable. 

Mayor elected 

WHITE ROCK (CPI — 
Mayor Jim Tonn of Coquitlam 
has been elected presiotent of 
the Lower Mainland Associa¬ 
tion at the association’s annu¬ 
al meeting here. He succeeds 
Aid. George Laking of Port 
Coquitlam. 


But he questioned the valid¬ 
ity of looking to San Francis¬ 
co for pointers. 

"Possibly, you are unaware 
of good examples of Canadian 
pioneering in the field of traf¬ 
fic diversion schemes and re¬ 
lated revitalization proposals 
for older residential neigh¬ 
borhoods," he said. 

Ottawa, he said, had imple¬ 
mented several schemes with 
great success. 

"The simple lesson learned 
in Ottawa was that the fore¬ 
casts of failure by our traffic 
engineers and their assurance 
that tampering with the free 
flow f of traffic movement 
would certainly cause great. 
Iraffic problems, just didn't 
accur," the letter said. 

"So, why San Francisco? 
Your National Capital Com¬ 
mission has done great things 
here in Ottawa.” it said. 


"I suggest that Victoria 
benefit fTom this experience. 
Perhaps it. would be a good 
idea to look at these Canadian 
examples." 

Clack’s letter was received 
information. It was 
prompted by a recent consid¬ 
eration of city council’s traffic 
committee to study the feasi¬ 


bility of installing traffic di¬ 
versions, such as planters, to 
reduce, or at least slow down 
traffic in the city’s residential 
areas. 

Traffic engineer David 
Campbell said at the time 
that San Francisco had had 
success with a similar pro¬ 
gram.

OTTAWA (CP) Housing 
construction activity con¬ 
tinued to limp in January 
with monthly starts in urban 
areas reaching 6,995. down 49 
per cent from the same 
month last year. 

T^he Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corp. indicated in 
preliminary figures released 
Friday that the seasonally-ad¬ 
justed annual rate for Jan¬ 
uary was 175,700 starts, about 
the same as the previous 
three months. 

CMHC says these seasonal- 
ly-adjusteo 1 figures are based 
on such factors as weather, 
building industry performance 
in previous years, availability 
of materials and an actual 
count of starts in major 
centres. 

There were a record 13.506 
dwelling starts in urban 
centres in January, 1974. 
Housing starts in December 
totalled 9,314. 

After a fast start in 1974, 
housing activity began dip¬ 
ping below record 1973 levels 


in mid-year. There were 
222,123 starts last year, down 
from a record 268,529 in 1973. 

The slower rate of activity 
in 1974 has been blamed on 
mortgage money shortages 
and high interest rates. 

The 1974 totals were the 
lowest since 1970.

VANCOUVER (CP) - Leg¬ 
islation permitting regional 
districts and municipalities to 
collect special taxes on prop¬ 
erty benefiting from transit 
systems will be introduced 
during the spring sitting of 
the Legislature, Municipal Af¬ 
fairs Minister James Lorimer 
said Friday. 

The minister’s statement 
followed a meeting with 
members of the Greater Van¬ 
couver Regional District plan¬ 
ning committee. Lorimer also 
said the provincial govern¬ 
ment is now willing to do 
some planning by a subway 
system for Vancouver’s down¬ 
town area. 

Burnaby Mayor Tom Con¬ 
stable, who attended the 
meeting with regional chair¬ 
man Allan Kelly, predicted 
construction of a light rail 
system would begin within 
two years. 

Lorimer said the special tax 
legislation would allow munic¬ 
ipalities and regional districts 
to assess “as they see fit” a 
differential mill rate on pro¬ 
perties benefitting from tran¬ 
sit services. 

A CBC report indicated that 
the special tax would be limit¬ 
ed to commercial property, 
such as shopping centres, out¬ 
side downtown areas. 

Kelly said he questioned 
whether the tax would provide 
enough money to meet a pro¬ 
vincial requirement that 50 
per cent of the transit deficits 
during 1974 be paid by the 
municipalities. Exact amount 
of the deficits will not be 
known for several months. 

officials have 
required 
would not exceed the equiva¬ 
lent of two mills on the school 
tax. 

Kelly said there would be a 
problem deciding how the re¬ 
gion would impose the dif¬ 
ferential tax rate on various 
areas and Constable suggest¬ 
ed some property might be 
required to pay four mills and 
others none.

We 
do disagree on how it should 
be raised.” said Constable.

British Columbia will im- 
jjose tight controls this year 
on foreign ownership of land 
in the province if Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island wins its case in 
the Supreme Court of Canada 
next week. 

Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald said Frictox the Prince 
Edward Island case, sche-. 
duled to be hfeard in Ottawa, 
will set a landmark decision 
on the battle between Ottawa 
and the provinces over which 
actually controls the land. 

The government of the At¬ 
lantic province has introduced 
legislation restricting proper¬ 
ty ownership to 10 acres for 
all non-provincial residents. 

A New York citizen wishing 
to purchase more than 10 
acres of P.E.I. land is 
challenging the decision and 
the right if the province to re¬ 
strict ownership. 

"B.C. will be represented in 
court by the deputy attorney- 
general, David Vickers;” 
Macdonald' said. ‘‘I would like 
to be there myself but I find it 
impossible. 

"This case, however, is of 
vital importance to us, indeed 
all of the provinces — so im¬ 
portant that I have asked Mr. 
Vickers to be there to lend 
whatever support he can to 
the government of Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island.” 

Macdonald said that if the 
court ruled in favor of the 
provincial government there 
would be legislation here 
"this year along similar 
lines.” 

Asked if that meant the 
B.C. government would bar 


other Canadians from owning 
land in B.C., the attorney- 
general said he did not antici¬ 
pate a total ban on out-of¬ 
province owners. 

“In Prince EuWard Island 
they have a 10 acre limit,” he 
said. “I don’t think that’s too 
bad. We would have to work 
out details, maybe in the form 
of a tax advantage to those 
who live here. Other Canadi¬ 
ans would be able to buy land 
but it would cost them more 
in taxes than it woul dcost 
British Columbians.” 


Referendum urged on Japanese move 

Qualicum at top of steel list? 


VANCOUVER (CP> The 
B.C. government, by ap¬ 
parently ruling out Roberts 
Bank as the first choice (or a 
proposed Japanese steel mill, 
has thrust the second-choice 
location. Big Qualicum, in the 
lap of Vancouver Islanders.

The site favored by Japa¬ 
nese members of the survey 
group is Roberts Bank; how¬ 
ever, the provincial govern¬ 
ment apparently wants this 
ruled out. 

The Japanese apparently 
feel Big Qualicum is the sec¬ 
ond choice and Kitimat as the 
third best. 


Reid said a fish and wildlife 
official is drafting a report on 
the environmental impact of a 
steel mill in the Big Qualicum 
area.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Former White -House aide 
Charles Colson said Friday 
that Richard Nixon consid¬ 
ered resigning the United 
States presidency eight 
months before he did so, but 
worried that Gerald Ford 
could not control State Secre¬ 
tary Henry Kissinger. 

"You know', Henry really is 
unstable at times,” Colson 
quoted Nixon as telling him in 
a December, 1973, conversa¬ 
tion. 

When reporters asked him 
about, the Colson statement, 
Kissinger replied: "I will not 
dignify that with a comment.” 

In an interview on the NBC 
Today show, Colson said that 
during a December 18, 1973, 
conversation Nixon talked 
seriously about resigning the 
presidency. 

“Maybe what this country 
needs is a nice clean Jerry 
Ford,” Colson quoted Nixon 
as saying. 

Nixon was quoted as adding 
that "Jerry’s greatest dif¬ 
ficulty is he couldn’t control 
Henry Kissinger.” 

As an example of what he 
thought Nixon meant, Colson 
said that a year earlier Kis¬ 
singer had advocated an im¬ 
mediate resumption of bomb¬ 
ing of North Vietnam when 
negotiations with Lo Due Tho 
appeared stalemated. 

Colson said he saw a cable 
Kissinger sent from Paris on 
Dec. 5, 1972, which read: 

"Start the bombing immedi¬ 
ately. .these madmen have 
doublecrossed us." 

Later, state department 
spokesman Robert Anderson 
said the department files 
were reviewed and did not 
support Colson’s version of 
the cable. 

Colson served a prison term 
on charges resulting from Wa¬ 
tergate investigations and re- 
recently was released.

Alberta slashes 
personal taxes 


EDMONTON (CP) — The 
provincial government Friday ;j 
night promised Alberta tax- \ 
payers an average reduction 
of $140 each this year in per¬ 
sonal income taxes. 

The move will cost the 
oil-rich province $123 million i 
and give Alberta the lowest 
rate oi personal income tax in 
Canada, Provincial Treasurer 
Gordon Miniely said in his j 
budget address to thg legisla- \ 
ture. 

The change, retroactive to ■ 
Jan. 1, 1975, reduces personal j 
provincial income taxes by a 
basic 28 per cent and is de¬ 
signed to increase spendable 
incomes of Albertans by $115 
million helping to offset cost- 
ol-living increases. 

In addition, Miniely pitv 
posed selective reductions to 
lower taxes for 270.000 lower- 
income residents at a cost of 
$8 millfbn. Another 100,000 
residents, who would no 
longer pay federal income 
tax, would no longer have to 
pay any Alberta income tax. 

The new personal income 
tax rate would be equal to 26 
per cent of the basic federal 
tax, a reduction from the cur¬ 
rent 36 per cent. 

Alberta’s 26 per cent would 
compare w'ith 30.5 per cent in 
British Columbia and Ontario, 
the next lowest. Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island follows at 36 per 
cent and Nova Scotia 38.5 per 
cent while Saskatchewan and 
Newfoundland are next at 40 
per cent. 

Then comes New Brunswick 
at 41.5 and Manitoba at 42.5. 
Quebec collects its own per¬ 
sonal income tax. 

Miniely, delivering an elec¬ 
tion-year budget, called the 
tax reduction ‘‘a logical and 
equitable way to provide the 
benefits of Alberta’s resource 
directly to Albertans.” 

He told reporters: “We are 
very fortunate as Albertans.” 

The provincial treasurer 
said an average family of 
four w'ith income of $10,000 
would receive annual tax sav¬ 
ings of $98 under the new 
plan. 




Did CIA ask 
firm to lift 
Soviet N-sub? 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)- Howard Hughes’ Summa 
Corp. contracted with the Central Intelligence Agency 
to raise a sunken Russian nuclear submarine in the 
North Atlantic Ocean, the Los Angeles Times reported 
Friday. 

The Times based its story on “reports circulating 
among local law enforcement officers.” 

The story said in part: 

“The operation reportedly was carried out—or at 
least attempted—by the crew of a supersecret marine 
mining vessel owned by Hughes’ Summa Corp. and 
designed by a Los Angeles firm. 

"Confidential files on the operation are believed to 
have been among the documents stolen by safecrackers 
from Summa’s Hollywood offices last June. 

"The thieves reportedly are presently holding the 
documents and demanding a ransom of what one 
source put at $1 million.” 

The Summa vessel involved, the Times said, was 
believed to be the Glomar Explorer, based at Long 
Beach, Calif., and described as the most advanced 
marine vessel in the world, w'hich still is in the experi¬ 
mental stages.” 

Local Hughes sources declined to com merit on the 
Times story and referred questioners to Paul Reeve, 
head of Summa’s ocean mining division in Houston, 
Tex. 

Reeve denied any of the company’s vessels had 
been used for such an operation. 

He said the “supersecret mining vessel” refereed to 
in the story was apparently the company’s Glomar Ex¬ 
plorer. a ship designed for deep ocean mining of man¬ 
ganese nodules. 

But Reeve said the CL\ had never contracted for 
the use of the Glomar Explorer. 

He also said he had no knowledge of any confiden¬ 
tial files being stolen in the theft at Summa’s Holly¬ 
wood office and had heard nothing of any ransom 
demands. 

The Times said one cf two Russian submarines 
could have been involved in the reported Hughes-CIA 
operation. 

A Soviet November-class submarine, nuclear pow¬ 
ered, sank off Spain in April, 1970, it is believed. 

Another Russian submarine foundered in March, 
1972, about 900 miles northeast of Newfoundland.

Duncan installed aeration 
equipment in its lagoons last 
summer, but, according to the 
residents, "the noxious odor 
has got worse.”

Kondra said there could be no 
relationship between the 
odors and the work the city 
has undertaken. The smell is 
caused by gases which form 
when there is not enough ox¬ 
ygen in the lagoons to allow 
decomposition of the sewage. 
The aeration increases the ox¬ 
ygen supply and supposedly 
cuts dow n the smell, he said. 

The municipality of North 
Cowichan is installing aera¬ 
tion equipment which should 
be operating in the next two 
weeks.

Parks representatives 
agreed that until such matters 
are clarified, it may be im¬ 
possible to ban overnight 
camping on beaches in the 
park which they had recom¬ 
mended to preserve the park 
as a wilderness area. 

The report will be presented 
to Recreation and Conserva¬ 
tion Minister .lack Radford by 
MLA R. E. Skelley "as soon 
as possible."

Action suspended 

Chemainus dam 
probe ordered 

by government 


The provincial government 
has suspended action on the 
proposed Chemainus River 
dam until after a public inqui¬ 
ry has been held. 

Recreation and Conserva¬ 
tion Minister Jack Radford 
made the announcement Fri¬ 
day following an earlier deci¬ 
sion by the cabinet’s environ¬ 
ment and land use committee 
to fully assess the environ¬ 
mental impact of the dam be¬ 
fore permitting construction. 

The dam was originally re¬ 
quested by North Cowichan 
municipality to provide 
greater domestic water sup¬ 
plies. Cost of the project was 
estimated at $2 million. Ap¬ 
proximately one mile of the 
river would be flooded to 
create 300 million acre feet of 
water storage. 

Environmentalists claim the 
dam will ruin chinook and 
coho salmon runs and also 
wipe out one of the finest 
steelhead rivers on Vancouver 
Island. They also claim that 
alternative domestic water 
sources are available to North 
Cowichan. 

In April, 1974, a special 
committee of the provincial 
cabinet gave the go-ahead to 
the project, over-riding the 
advice of provincial water 
comptroller Howard DeBeck. 

DeBeck had suggested that 
the additional water supplies 
required by North Cowichan 
could be found in wells and 
from other sources at a much 
lower cost than $2 million. 

The cabinet committee deci¬ 
sion touched off a wave of 
protest when it was an¬ 
nounced. 

"Subsequent to this decision 
by the cabinet committee we 
have received submissions 
and new information, includ¬ 
ing information on possible al¬ 
ternative sources of water for 
the district,” Radford said. 
"These have convinced the 
environment and land use 
committee of the need to re¬ 
view the decision of the cabi¬ 
net committee.” 

No date has been set for the 
public inquiry. Radford said 
that if it found that environ¬ 
mental v damage would be 
excessive, construction of the 
dam would be prohibited, or 
strict conditions under which 
the dam could be constructed 
would be laid down. 

North Cowichan acting 
Mayor Dennis Hogan said he 
wasn’t upset by the announce¬ 
ment. 

"If they wish to have an in¬ 
quiry and have suggestions 
for p o s s i b 1 e alternative 
sources of w r ater that’s fine 
with me,” he told the Colonist 
Friday. 

"But the municipality has 
spent $182,000 on engineering 
studies to determine the loca¬ 
tion of the dam site, and if the 
government reneges on their 
previous approval we would 
expect to be compensated.”

DUNCAN - Highways Min¬ 
ister Graham Lea told the As¬ 
sociation of Vancouver Island 
Municipalities Friday that 
building new roads to accom¬ 
modate the private au¬ 
tomobile was "a self-defeat¬ 
ing exercise.” 

Lea said the old system of 
building bigger and better 
Highways belonged "to a gen¬ 
eration that had known scar¬ 
city ancj were now intent on 
enjoying their material 
possessions." 

But, said the minister, the 
growing pressures of the au¬ 
tomobile forced governments 
1o realize that a department 
of highways "which to a large 
extent had become a tool of 
man conquer and subjugate 
the land can be turned into a 
tool to protect that land on 
behalf of man’s sensitivity.” 

Lea told the municipal of¬ 
ficials that w’hile road-build¬ 
ing was one of the most basic 
aspects of human civilization, 
governments were only now 
beginning to understand the 
full consequences of tamper¬ 
ing with the landscape. 

"But we do know that high¬ 
way traffic is a major cause 
of death to wildlife,” Lea 
said, "that it seriously affects 
wildlife movement, that noise 
from traffic endangers fish 
spawning grounds and that 
lead pollution is contami¬ 
nating crops along the high¬ 
ways.” 

Lea said the main task of 
his department was to gain 
more information on the ef¬ 
fect of highway construction 
on life systems and to develop 
methods to evaluate those ef¬ 
fects in advance. 

The minister saved his 
main criticism for municipal¬ 
ities which fail to establish 
traffic planning patterns. 

He said that while many 
municipalities had "come a

Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald said Friday the Prince 
Edward Island case, sche¬ 
duled to be heard in Ottawa, 
will set a landmark decision 
on the battle between Ottawa 
and die provinces over who 
actually controls the land. 

The government of the At¬ 
lantic province has introduced 
legislation restricting proper¬ 
ty ownership to 10 acres for 
all non-provincial residents. 

A New York citizen wishing 
to purchase more than 10 
acres of P.E.I. land is 
challenging the decision and 
the right if the province to re¬ 
strict ownership. 

"B.C. will be presented in. 
court by the deputy attorney- 
general. David Vickers," 
Macdonald said. "I would like 
to be there myself but I find it 
impossible. 

"This case, however, is of 
vital importance to us, indeed 
all of the provinces — so im¬ 
portant that I have asked Mr. 
Vickers to be there to lend 
whatever support he can to 
the government of Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island.”

Former White House aide 
Charles Colson said Friday 
thit Richard Nixon consid¬ 
ered resigning the United 
States presidency eight 
months before he did so, but. 
wpri led that Gerald Ford 
could not control State Secre¬ 
tary Henry Kissinger. 

"You know, Henry really is 
unstable at times," Coison 
quoted Nixon as telling him in 
a December, 1973, conversa¬ 
tion. 

When reporters asked him 
about the Colson statement. 
Kissinger replied: "I will not 
dignify that with a comment." 

In an interview on the NBC 
Today show, Colson said that 
during a December 18, 1973, 
conversation Nixon talked 
seriously about resigning the 
presidency. 

“Maybe what this country 
needs is a nice clean Jerry 
Ford," Colson quoted Nixon 
as saying. 

Nixon was quoted as adding 
that "Jerry’s greatest dif¬ 
ficulty is he couldn’t control 
Henry Kissinger.” 

As an example of what he 
thought Nixon meant, Colson 
said that a year earlier Kis¬ 
singer had advocated an im¬ 
mediate resumption of bomb¬ 
ing of North Vietnam when 
negotiations with Lo Due Tho 
appeared stalemated. 

Colson said he saw a cable 
. Kissinger sent from Paris on 
Dec. 5, 1972. which read: 
"Start the bombing immedi¬ 
ately, these madmen have 
doublecrossed us.” 

Later, state department 
spokesman Robert Anderson 
said the department files 
were reviewed and did not 
support Colson’s version of 
the cable. 

Colson served a prison term 
on charges resulting from Wa¬ 
tergate investigations and re- 
recently was released. 


$4.8 million 
art ransom 
demanded

Alberta slashes 
personal taxes 


EDMONTON (CP) - The 
provincial government Friday 
night promised Alberta tax¬ 
payers an average reduction 
of $140 each this year in per¬ 
sonal income taxes. 

The move will cost the 
oil-rich province $123 million 
and give Alberta the lowest 
rate of personal income tax in 
Canada Provincial Treasurer 
Gordon Miniely said in his 
*>jdget address to the legisla¬ 
ture. 

The change, retroactive to 
Jan. 1. 1975, reduces personal 
: ruvincial income taxes by a 
basic 28 per cent and is de¬ 
signed to increase spendable 
incomes of Albertans by $115 
million helping to offset cost- 
ot-living increases. 

In addition, Miniely pro¬ 
posed selective reductions to 
lower taxes for 270,000 lower- 
ir.come residents at a cost of 
58 million. Another 100,000 
residents, who would no 
longer pay federal income 
tax, would no longer have to 
pay any Alberta income tax. 

The new personal income 
tax rate would be equal to 26 
per cent of the basic federal 
tax. a reduction from the cur¬ 
rent 36 per cent. 

Alberta’s 26 per cent would 
compare with 30.5 per cent in 
British Columbia and Ontario, 
the next lowest. Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island follows at 36 per 
cent and Nova Scotia 38.5 per 
cent while Saskatchewan and 
Newfoundland are next at 40 
per cent. 

Then comes New Brunswick 
at 41.5 and Manitoba at 42.5. 
Quebec collects its own per¬ 
sonal income tax. 

Miniely. delivering an elec¬ 
tion-year budget, called the 
tax reduction "a logical and 
equitable w-ay to provide the 
benefits of Alberta's resource 
directly to Albertans." 

He told reporters: "We are 
very fortunate as Albertans." 

The provincial treasurer 
said an average family of 
four with income of $10,000 
would receive annual tax sav¬ 
ings of S98 under the new 
plan. 


Did CIA ask 
firm to lift 
Soviet N-sub? 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)- Howard Hughes' Summa 
Corp. contracted with the Central Intelligence Agency 
to raise a sunken Russian nuclear submarine in the 
North Atlantic Ocean, the Los Angeles Times reported 
Friday. 

The Times based its story on "reports circulating 
among local law enforcement officers." 

The story said in part: 

"The operation reportedly was carried out—or at 
least attempted—by the crew of a supersecret marine 
mining vessel owned by Hughes’ Summa Corp. and 
designed by a Los Angeles firm. 

"Confidential files on the operation are believed to 
have been among the documents stolen by safecrackers 
from Summa’s Hollywood offices last June. 

"The thieves reportedly are presently holding the 
documents and demanding a ransom of what one 
source put at $1 million." 

The Summa vessel involved, the Times said, was 
believed to be the Glomar Explorer, based at Long 
Beach, Calif., and described as the most advanced 
marine vessel in the world, which still is in the experi¬ 
mental stages.” 

Local Hughes sources declined to comment on the 
Times story and reterred questioners to Paul Reeve, 
head of Summa's ocean mining division in Houston, 
Tex. 

Reeve denied any of the company's vessels had 
been used for such an operation. 

He said the "supersecret mining vessel" referred to 
in the story was apparently the company’s Glomar Ex¬ 
plorer, a ship designed for deep ocean mining of man¬ 
ganese nodules. 

But Reeve said the CLA had never contracted for 
the use of the Glomar Explorer. 

He also said ho had no knowledge of any confiden¬ 
tial files being stolen in the theft at Summa’s Holly¬ 
wood office and had beard nothing of any ransom 
demands. 

The Times saitf one of two Russian submarines 
could have been involved in the reported Hughes-CIA 
operation. 

A Soviet November-class submarine, nuclear pow¬ 
ered, sank off Spain in April. 1970, it is believed. 

Another Russian submarine foundered in March. 
1972, about 900 miles northeast of Newfoundland. 


DEMANDED MONEY OF 4-YEAR-OLD 

Man sets hoy ablaze 


OTTAWA (CP) Police 
said Friday an attempted 
murder charge awaits the 
man who deliberately set fire 
to a four-year-old boy Thurs¬ 
day night. 

Michael Demers, in serious 
but stable condition in the 
Eastern Ontario Children’s 
Hospital with burns to 40 per 
cent of his body, was found 
ablaze in a field near his 
home in south Ottawa. 

"He says it was a big guy 
who asked him for money,” 
said Louise Demers, the boy’s 
mother. "He told him he 
didn’t have any and the guy 
threw fire on him," she said, 
adding that she smelled gaso¬ 
line from the child’s burned 
clothing. 

The boy was rescued by 18- 
year-old Wayne Lambert who

their children — those will be 
the people permitted to take 
advantage of the emergency 
pickup service. 

Cliff Henderson, secretary 
of Local 50, Canadian Union 
of Public Employees, said in 
an interview that nobody 
should needlessly suffer from 
the strike. 

"We don’t want to make life 
miserable for innocent people. 
We’ll pick up garbage from 
anyone who is really desper¬ 
ate,’’ Henderson said. 

Anyone wishing to take ad¬ 
vantage of the offer is asked 
to phone CUPE headquarters 
at 385-6023. 

"We have a lot of members 
with pickup trucks. Someone 
will come around and pick up 
the garbage at no charge. 

Henderson said the unions 
had considered renting trucks 
to start its own garbage pick¬ 
up service for the duration of 
the strike, but had abandoned 
the idea for the time being. 

"We could pick up garbage 
on our regular routes for, say, 
50 cents a can, but we figured 
I>eople are paying already for 
the service and it wouldn’t be 
fair to soak them again," he 
said. 

A similar scheme was tried 
iq Vancouver during a civic 
strike a few years ago. but it 
never really worked. Hender¬ 
son added. 


"We’ll certainly look at the 
package,” he said. 

No details of the proposal 
were released, but it is be¬ 
lieved to contain wage de¬ 
mands on a scale, rather than 
a percentage across the 
board. 

A statement earlier by Oak 
Bay Aid. Shirley Dowell. that 
Mie Greater Victoria Library 
Board was on the verge of a 
settlement with its CUPE em¬ 
ployees, was described by 
Walker as "hot air.” 

Meanwhile, a Victoria resi¬ 
dent, Maggi Lynn, has called 
on volunteers to clean up the 
Esquimalti Road heliport, 
used as a temporary garbage 
disposal ground. 

She said anyone wanting to 
help should be at the heliport 
at 1 p.m. today. The garbage, 
she said, would be loaded on 
trucks and driven to the Hari- 
land Road dump. 

Walker said his men won’t 
interfere with any such volun¬ 
teer action. 

"The only thing I would say 
is that it’s a shame private 
citizens have to show the guts 
of doing a job the city should 
be doing,” he said. 

The actual strike-lockoul 
situation didn’t change Fri¬ 
day. Victoria’s outside wor¬ 
kers were on strike for the 
12th day, while civic opera¬ 
tions in Saanich. Oak Bay. 
and the Capital Region Board 
were crippled by lockouts. 

Esquimalt "laid off” its out¬ 
side workers Wednesday, but 
is expected to lock its em¬ 
ployees out Monday morning. 
Sidney is expected to take 
similar action Monday. 

One of the effects of the 
strike-lockout, aside from the 
lack of garbage collection ser¬ 
vices, has been a number of 
water main breaks, including 
one in front of Victoria Mayor 
Peter Pollen’s used-car lot at 
Cook and Yates.

Recreation and Conserva¬ 
tion Minister Jack Radford 
made the announcement Fri¬ 
day following an earlier deci¬ 
sion by the cabinet’s environ¬ 
ment and land use committee 
to fully assess the environ¬ 
mental impact of the dam be¬ 
fore permitting construction. 

The dam was originally re¬ 
quested by North Cowichan 
municipality to provide 
greater domestic water sup¬ 
plies. Cost of the project was 
estimated at $2 million. Ap¬ 
proximately one mile of the 
river would be flooded to 
create 300 million acre feet of 
water storage.

They also claim that 
alternative domestic water 
sources are available to North 
Cowichan. 

In April, 1974, a special 
committee of the provincial 
cabinet gave the go-ahead to 
the project, over-riding the 
advice of provincial water 
comptroller Howard DeBeck.

Five-year campaign reaches government 

Sex-offender aid sought

A 39-year-old Victoria au¬ 
tomotive mechanic, whose 
one-man campaign for better 
laws for Canada’s sexual of¬ 
fenders and victims is more 
than five years old, has begun 
to take the campaign to gov¬ 
ernments. 

Frank McGowan, a native 
of Toronto who moved to Vic¬ 
toria in 1973, made his first 
public move by asking deputy 
attorney-general David 
Vickers at a Capital Region 
Justice Council meeting 
Wednesday what the B.C. gov¬ 
ernment was doing about 
what he considers the two key 


professionals an sex-offender 
treatment in Ont&rio, Van¬ 
couver and Washington, D.C. 

McGowan said he had al¬ 
ready approached the B.C. 
Justice Development Commis¬ 
sion, which includes leaders 
of all parts of the provincial 
justice system, "with the hope 
they will look into all the laws 
governing sex offenders." 

He is urging study and then 
law changes in all aspects of 
the problem, "including pro¬ 
tection for the victims that 
they're not getting now ... I 
hope the public will see the 
. importance of looking into 


these laws. Are they getting 
the protection they need?” 

McGowan acknowledged 
there are studies in Ottawa on 
a key issue — a change in the 
law so the character of a rape 
victim can be protected dur¬ 
ing a trial. 

In B.C., one thing the gov¬ 
ernment might do is consider 
opening a "clinic with staff 
trained to look at sex prob¬ 
lems where no violence is in¬ 
volved . . . and later, there 
should be a proper treatment 
program for both offender 
and victim.” 

One suggestion McGowan is 
making in his rounds of gov¬ 


ernment officials, MLAs and 
community organizations i* 
the use of a trained worker to 
testify during a rape trial in 
place of the victim. 

Next steps in his campaign, 
he said, are -submissions to 
several community organiza¬ 
tions seeking support of his 
campaign and then release of 
a brief containing the results 
of his lengthy research. 

One thing it will probably 
contain is McGowan’s way to 
get around the social walls 
created by the words "sex of¬ 
fender” and, as he puts it, 
"see what is on the other 
side." 


DeBeck had suggested thal 
the additional water supplies 
required by North Cowichan 
could be found in wells and 
from other sources at a much 
lower cost than $2 million. 

The cabinet committee deci¬ 
sion touched off a wave of 
protest when it was an¬ 
nounced. 

"Subsequent to this decision 
by the cabinet committee we 
have received submissions 
and new information, includ¬ 
ing information on possible al¬ 
ternative sources of water for 
the district,” Radford said.

Saanich has a history em¬ 
bodied in old homes, barns, 
farms, winding roads and 
rural landscapes. It also has a 
history of procrastination, as 
far as the Hallmark Society is 
concerned. 

’’Saanich doesn’t have 
much left in the way of histor¬ 
ical sites," Carolyn Smyly, 
past president of Victoria’s 
Hallmark Society, said Fri¬ 
day. And she doesn't expect 
many sites to be preserved 
unless something changes 
Saanich council’s "complete 
and total lack of interest.” 

Her main complaint is that, 
after a year of trying to talk 
to council about setting up a 
heritage advisory committee, 
after finally convincing coun¬ 
cil to do so, and almost six 
months after an announce¬ 
ment that a committee would 
be appointed, there is still no 
committee. 

Ms. Smyly realizes that 
Saanich’s planning depart¬ 
ment has been short-staffed 
and that council has been 
busy with other business, but 
she surmises the real problem 
is that heritage preservation 
has no champion on Saanich 
council—the role Sam Bawlf 
plays in Victoria. 

In those municipalities, 
committees were set up wdth- 


in two or three months of the 
Hallmark Society’s requests, 
she said, adding, "Saanich is 
three years behind Victoria 
and Oak Bay." 

Pressure for land develop¬ 
ment is increasing rapidly in 
Saanich, and’ most historic 
sites close to Victoria have al¬ 
ready been obliterated, she 
said. Just like standard zon¬ 
ing categories, "remaining 
sites should be included in 
Saanich’s planning concepts," 
she said. 

Her concern for heritage is 
not trained by sloppy senti¬ 
mentality for old times, Ms. 
Smyly said. Being aware of 
the past as well as the future 
"is a necessary part of a bal¬ 
anced outlook on life. We 
must understand how an area 
has grown and developed be¬ 
fore we can understand how it 
will grow in the future.” 

That is particularly impor¬ 
tant in an area growing as 
quickly as Saanich. 

Some areas, Ms. Smyly con¬ 
siders valuable are several 
old transportation routes, in¬ 


cluding the Wilkinson Road 
and Blenkinsop Road areas. 
"Wilkinson Road has about 10 
old buildings spread over fra 
miles," she said. 

The Wilkinson Road build¬ 
ings could be grouped along a 
section of the road, perhaps 
with new development behind 
them, 1o emphasize the 
route's historic significance 
and accommodate future 
growth without looking like a 
"Disneyland attraction,” Ms. 
Smyly suggested. 

But she rejected the idea of 
an "artificial heritage park" 
with relocated relics, some¬ 
thing Saanich has been con¬ 
sidering for Cuthbert- Holmes 
park, as having "no relation 
to the way the community 
grew. That’s not preservation 
— it’s a tourist attraction.” 

Heritage designation means 
an owner cannot demolish or 
substantially alter the exteri¬ 
or of a building without coun¬ 
cil’s approval. 

Ms. Smyly fears Saanich 
council will not take heritage 


preservation seriously until 
there is public outcry, and 
there will not be a public 
outcry without a particular 
issue, "and by then it’s too 
late.” 

Without some machinery 
set up in advance, council will 
not be able to move to pre¬ 
serve a site in an emergency, 
she said. 

Aid. Mel Couvelicr, funner 
chairman of the lands, plan¬ 
ning and housing committee, 
admitted that council had 
been quite slow in es¬ 
tablishing a heritage advisory 
committee. 

"But that does'not indicate 
a lack of enthusiasm,” he 
added. Council has simply 
had too many other things to 
worry about. 

Couvelier said municipal 
planner Tom Loney has writ¬ 
ten to the four persons nomin¬ 
ated by the Hallmark Society 
to serve on the committee, 
and is waiting for replies be¬ 
fore submitting names to 
council for approval. 

So far, only two nominees 
have replied. 

The municipal labor dispute 
has slowed down council busi¬ 
ness and neither Couvelier 
nor Loney could guess how 
soon the appointmehts will go 
before council.

Man in Tin Canoe 


Sunday Night Drama Based on Historical Fact 


An obscure but determined 
Wesleyan missionary chal¬ 
lenges the despotic governor 
of Rupert’s Land over the 
rights of tiie red man as CBC- 
TV’s Performance series dra¬ 
matizes a little-known but sig¬ 
nificant episode from Canadi¬ 
an history Sunday. Feb. 9 at 9 
p.m. on Channels 2 and 6. 

The production is entitled 
The Man in the Tin Canoe. 
It’s an original teleplay by 
Barry Callaghan, produced 
and directed by John 
McGreevy and starring Doug¬ 
las Campbell and Leo Burns 

The absorbing drama de¬ 
picts a conflict of wills be¬ 
tween spiritual idealist Rev. 
James Evans (Bumsi and 
powerful political realist Sir 
George Simpson (Campbell* 
the Hudson’s Bay Company’s 
governor-in-chief of that vast 
slice of British North Ameri¬ 
ca then known as Rupter s 
Land. 


When Evans and his wife 
Mary arrived at the Hudson’s 
Bay post Norway House at 
the northern tip of Lake Win¬ 
nipeg in 1840, the region ad¬ 
ministered by Sir George wa3 
an empire. The fur trade was 
all that counted, and it was 
controlled by one man Simp¬ 
son. Any man who stood 
against t h e governor stood 
alone. 

'Hie Wesleyan cleric's mis¬ 
sion w a s to open a little 
church and to convert the In¬ 
dians who worked for, or 
traded regularly with, the 
Hudson’s Bay Company. But 
Evans w’as appalled by the 
governor’s attitude that the 
ied man was inferior to the 
white man, exemplified by his 
unwillingness to let the In¬ 
dians enjoy a day of rest on 
the Sabbath or to allow them 
to learn to read and write. 
The minister soon determined 
to try to improve the lot of 


the Indians - even if it meant 
antagonizing the implacable 
governor-in-chief. 

In the teleplay, the ensuing 
duel of will and intellect is 
dramatically staged amid the 
rugged splendor of the great 
northwest, as two tenacious 
protagonists move relentlessly 
on a collision course. 

A drama about the politics 
of confrontation underlying 
Canada’^ birth pangs,” is how 
CBC producer McGreevy de¬ 
scribes the Performance tele¬ 
cast. McGreevy, who received 
praise in the past for his 'his¬ 
torical dramatizations’ on 
CBC’s Man Alive series, ex¬ 
plains that The Man in the 
Tin Canoe “represents an at¬ 
tempt to show r there are ex¬ 
traordinary people in Canadi¬ 
an history who may not be as 
well-known as Macdonald or 
Cartier but who did make sig¬ 
nificant contributions to th'« 
country’s heritage.” 


VOYAGE 
OF THE 
YANKEE 


“National Geographic Soci¬ 
ety Special” presents the en¬ 
core telecast of “The Voyage 
Of The Brigantine Yankee”, 
an exciting adventure and ac¬ 
count of the round the world 
travels of a young crew of 
boys and girls facing their 
first ocean voyage, Sunday at 
9 p.m. on Channel 8. 

Sailing out of Gloucester, 
Massachusetts, the crew of 
the ‘Yankee’ spend the first 10 
days covering 1,300 miles, 
learning every foot of the 
ship's % foot length and every 
inch of her rigging. 

They pass through the Pan¬ 
ama Canal and make their 
first port-of-call at the Gala¬ 
pagos Islands, home - of the 
giant sea iguanas and the 
place Darwin used to develop 
his theories of evolution. 

From the Galapagos, the 
crew' heads for Pitcairn Is¬ 
land where they meet the de¬ 
scendants of the men who mu¬ 
tinied on the Bounty. From 
this small Pacific island, the 
‘Yankee’ hops to other exotic 
spots written about by Robert 
l^ouis Stevenson, Herman 
Melville and Joseph Conrad 

The brigantine then sails 
into the China Sea visiting the 


Indonesian Islands. Finally 
they head out into the Indian 
Ocean bound for the East 
African coast. The ‘Yankee* 
hugs the coast of Africa, 
heading towards the greatest 
challenge of the voyage, the 
crashing seas off the Cape of 
Good Hope. Rounding the 
Cape, they head north into the 
Atlantic and the final journey 
towards home. 

For the young crew, the trip 
has been an unparalleled 
learning experience. For the 
’Yankee’, built in 1912 as a 
German North Sea pilot train¬ 
ing ship, the 40,000 mile 
voyage was one of the last 
successful circumnavigation* 
of the world. 

On another voyage, tinder 
new owners, the ’Yankee' was 
ancliored off a reef in the 
South Pacific when a gale 
struck. She was driven stern 
first onto a coral reef, where 
she remains today. “The 
Voyage Of The Brigantine 
Yankee” was produced by the 
National Geographic Society 
and Metromedia Producers 
Corporation. The program 
was written and produced by 
Nicholas Noxon and narrated 
by Orson Welles.

Goddess Blamed 
For Smallpox 


In Orissa province, south of 
the Ganges River on the Bay 
of Bengal, is a community of 
Untouchables called the 
Dombs. Hinduism it a mys¬ 
tical religion, faith of spiritual 
multiplicity, where in the 
casta system, the highest lvde 
of life is t h e priest and the 
lowest are the untouchables 

’ Untamed World,” on Sun¬ 
day, February 9, at 5 p.m. on 
Channel 8, visits a special 
ceremony to appease the 
goddess Thakuranl, who is 
blamed fo ran epidemic «»f 
smallpox in the village ,in the 
episode called "The Dombs”. 

The village of Kurli pre¬ 
pared for this event, called 
"Ghanta Parab,” for three 
years. An astrologer was con¬ 
sulted, as the date selected 1* 
of crucial importance. The 
community prepares by 
cleansing themselves in the 
river, hiring musicians, and 
selecting specific articles of 
clothing and ornamentation. 

The first day of ritual i* 


spent in preparation of ves¬ 
sels of rice which are brought 
to a shrine and fed to the sac¬ 
rificial animals. Drinking and 
dancing begins and will con¬ 
tinue day and night till the 
end of the threeklay Ghanta 
Parab. 

The second day, dancing 
processions lead animals t«» 
each house where someone- 
died of smallpox. In front of 
each dwelling, an animal is 
slaughtered and its blood 
sprinkled on the walls. 

Large animals will be killed 
to climax the third day 
Heads of buffalo, for example, 
are placed before a communi¬ 
ty altar, and the bodies divid¬ 
ed among the people for i 
feast. Despite the seriousness 
of the 72 hour ritual, it is 
carried out joyously and fes¬ 
tively. 

The Dombs believe so 
strongly in the power of this 
ceremony that they still reject 
modern medicine when deal¬ 
ing with smallpox.

“The Legend of Lizzie Bor¬ 
den,” with Elizabeth Mont¬ 
gomery starring as the New 
England spinster accused of 
the axe murders of her father 
and stepmother, airs as a

ABC Monday Night Movie,” 
Keb. 10, at 9 p.m., on Channel 
4. 

Some facts about the case: 

The bodies of Andrew Bor¬ 
den and his wife, Abby, were 
discovered in their home in 
Fall River, Mass., on August 
4, 1892, where both had been 
killed with a sharp in¬ 
strument. 

The Borden household con¬ 
sisted of Mr. and Mrs. Bor¬ 
den, their daughters, Emma. 
42, and Lizzie, 32, and their 
servant, Bridget Sullivan. Bor¬ 
den, a former mortician, was 
a banker and wealthy by stan¬ 
dards of that day. 

Lizzie discovered the body 
of her father in the sitting 
room. Dr. Seaburv Bowerr 
found her stepmother’s txxly 
in the upstairs guest room. 

An inquest was held in se¬ 
cret at which not even Lizzie 


Borden's, lawyer was allowed 
to be present and the next 
day, on August 12, a warrant 
was drawn up for her arrest. 

Her pleas was “Not guilty.” 
She was taken to the Taunton 
(Mass.) jail where it was not 
until Dec. 2 that the Grand 
Jury returned three indict-- 
ments against her. Lizzie re¬ 
mained in the Taunton jail 
until May 3, 1893, when she 
was taken to New Bedford 
and her trial set for June 5. 

At the conclusion of the 
13-day trial, the jury retired 
and in exactly an hour and 
ten minutes they returned 
with the verdict — “Not 
guilty.” 

Lizzie and Emma bought a 
sumptuous new house and 
lived together for seven 
years, until Emma moved 
out. Lizzie dies at the age of 
66 . 

When people went to her fu¬ 
neral, the body w r as not there. 
At her request, she had been 
buried at midnight the night 
before with only the eight 
pallbearers in attendance.

Jefferson Like Wild Man to Hemsley

WASHINGTON — George. 
Jefferson and Sherman Hems¬ 
ley are moving up in the 
world together. 

While Jefferson bids good 
ritldance to Archie Bunker 
and storms the Upper East 
Side for the new CBS series, 
"The Jeffersons,” Hemsley, 
who plays Jefferson, is mov¬ 
ing into a big house in the 
hills above the Malibu beach. 

But please don’t confuse the 
actor with his role. 

Jefferson ‘‘seems like a 
wild man to me,” says Hems¬ 


ley. “I'm more passive. I 
don’t think you should let peo¬ 
ple get. you angry. If people 
like you, cool.” And if they 
don’t? "If you don’t want me 
around, I don’t want you.” 

People apparently want 
Hemsley around. “The Jeffer¬ 
sons,” the first television 
series about a black middle- 
class family, is drawing hefty 
ratings in the most envied 
time slot on television. Sher¬ 
man Hemsley, 36 years old. 5 
feet 6, a high school dropout 
and longtime postal clerk, is a 
star. 


Though his platform shoes 
lift him up to 5 feet 8, he bent 
over backwards to show you 
he’s not like Jefferson, that 
his new stains means nothing. 
"I don’t have time to concen- 
iraie on ihe glamor part,” he 
remarks. He says things like 
"money isn’t anything” or 
"ihe essence of it all is love” 
or Jefferson’s thing is 
money. Mine is more spiri¬ 
tual.” 

True, money is "ihe domi¬ 
nant lacior” on “The Jeffer¬ 
sons,” admits Hemsley. But it 
"doesn’t make you better 


than anyone. You need it in 
this society, but you shouldn't 
let it go to your head.” 

Still, it has charms. "I like 
it to keep people off my back 
and to help people I know, 
who really need it, acknowl¬ 
edges Hemsley. He: has no 
wife or children, but he can fi- * 
nally support his mother. He 
can finally afford to move 
away from “the people who 
kept sending cops to my 
house” for playing loud 
music.

THE ‘OTHER’ JACK SCOTT 

His Role Comes Easy

INDIANAPOLIS - John A. 
"Jack” Scott, who went to 
Hawaii a few years ago to 
further a newspaper career 
that started in Indiana, has 
added television acting to his 
list of talents.

asked me if we could make it 
the Star-Bulletin and I signed 
a release.

Robert Culp prepared lor* 
his role in “A Cry for Help,” 
an ABC Television Network 
‘•Wednesday Movie of the 
Week,” airing Keb. 12, at 8:30 
p.m., on Channel 4, In a 
rather unusual way by lis¬ 
tening to the radio, morning, 
noon and night. 

Culp portrays one of those 
radio talk show hosts who lis¬ 
tens to and answers his lis¬ 
teners’ gripes. As a perfec¬ 
tionist in whatever role he 
plays, Culp gave his ears a 
good workout in the two 
weeks preceding the start of 
the film. 

“I had listened to phone 
call - type shows before, but 
without really paying |oo 
much attention except to real¬ 
ize that there are indeed a 
few odd characters who par¬ 
ticipate in these shows, says 
Culp. 

“Now, hearing the shows - - 
and they are on all hours, day 
and night with a purpose. I 
became fascinated with not 
only the variety of callers, but 
w ith the radio host himself.” 

Culp found that the emcees 
had a variety of personalities, 
too. Some patient, others 
abrasive, some witty. 

‘ The type I portray is a 
very cynical man. a bit fed up 
with the nonsense that his lis- 
; leners call in,” he says. "It is 
his cynicism that motivates a 
young girl caller into threat¬ 
ening suicide, a threat that is 
passed off with a few flip re¬ 
marks until it is realized that 
maybe the girl means busi¬ 
ness.” 

Then, in a unique twist, 
Culp must try and persuade 
his listeners, the same ones 
whose intelligence he insults, 
to try to find this unknown 
girl before it's too late. 

"Our story is hypothetical, 
but it is certainly possible 
that it could hap|)en, and 
maybe it has happened some¬ 
where in the country, con¬ 
sidering the great number of 
radio shows of this type,” 
points out the actor. “I be¬ 
lieve every major city has a 
few such shows. Tn Jos An¬ 
geles there are several and I 
heard them all. 

‘For a lot of people these 
shows are a catharsis. Some¬ 
thing’s bugging ihem, they 
ha\e no one to talk to. so Ihey 
call up .Joe Talk show*, give 
their opinion or gripe on a 
subject, chat with the host 
and that's it. 

"They may not like what 
the host tells them, but the
